AND SHORTEN THE CONVENTION'S WORK 


YIow the Several Presidential Booms 
Are Getting Along—The Latest 
Gold Standard Scheme. 


July 3.—(Special.)—It is yet 
anybody's fight. No candidate appears to 
be within gunshot of a majority. The 
only fixed thing is that it is all one way— 
for silver. Whitney and Hill, and the 
other would-be dictators of a gold \plat- 
form, landed from their private cars this 
afternoon. They were nret with no brass- 
bands. No enthusiasm greeted their entry 
jnto the Auditorium. Nobody but Harrity 
went to confer with them, and Harrity 
told them the game was up. Whitney dis- 
agreed with him. “ 

“Holding three hundred delegates who 
wote as a unit we can name the candidate,” 
said Whitney. 

“These .silver fellows 
that,’’ replied Harrity. 
to caucus and come into 
with everything cut and dried.” 
, When Whitney heard it, he~ simply 
whistled. But Whitney is not an early 
quitter. Hill is behind -him® to furnish the 
backbone. Hill is the slated man of the 
gold majority of the national committee 
for temporary chairnran. The silver lead- 
ers,” ho ‘ever, say Hill can't have it. 

“If you® put him up we will Knock him 
down,’’ the s'Iver leaders told Harrity. 

The Presiding Officers. 

The great majority will probably name 
Bryan, of Nebraska, for temporary chair- 
man, and Senator Harris, of Tennessee, 
.for permanent chairman. Richardson, of 
Tennessee, was first slated for chairman, 
but . both McMillin and Richardson hail 
from the same state and both want to be 
speaker of the next. house of representa- 
tives. The selection of either would give 
him a great boom over the other, so 
Harris, who is an excellent presiding of- 
ficer, is slated for chairman. The con- 
test over candidates for the nonmfination has 
gone merrily on today. No bitterness has 
yet entered into it. The highly. inflated 
Teller boom received “some punctures this 
morning. Both Senators Jones, of Arkan- 
sas, ‘and Money, of Mississippi, declared 
they would not agreé to go out of the 
party for a candidate, and the Bland peo- 
ple renewed their sho’s'ing and claims. 

Boies Stock Rising. 

The Boies people also made rapid strides 
today. Sovereign, of the Knights of Labor, 
said Boies would be thoroughly satisfac- 
tory to their organization. That set Boies 
up many pegs. 

The Bland people also stopped attempt- 
ing to discredit Boies \and turned their 
Buns upon Teller, issuing several state- 
ments to the press declaring against going 
Outside to take up Teller. 

They Have a Little Plan. 

The gold crowd is making every effort 
to discredit Teller. They are also making 
supreme efforts to have this convention 
slap the St. Louis bolters and the popu- 
lists in the face. 

The news is authenticated that. a great 
fund has been raised by the gold’ men of 
the east to make the 22d of July conven- 
tion at St. Louis a go. Tha fund is suf- 
ficient to pay the expenses df full dele- 
gations from every state to the conven- 
tion. 3 

A letter was exhibited here by a Ten- 
nessee delegate today, written toa populist 
leader in Tennessee, in which the state- 
ment was made that the expenses of 500 
delegates from that state to St. Lonis 
would be paid. The object of the move- 
ment is to make that convention put out 
a candidate. on a free platform 
also, and thus insure the election of Mc- 
Kinley on his gold platform. 

The Whitney crowd is said to. be a ful} 
party to this movement. This fact has 
Strengthened the Telier movement today. 
Yet the movement is not strong enotigh 
to say that it even looks like Teller will 
be_the one. Boies, Bland, Matthews, John 
McLean, Teller, Blackburn, all have their 
State delegations behind them and votes 
outside, but there are not enough dele- 
gates here yet to tell whether there is to 
be any great movement toward any one 
of the nren. 

Boies and McLean have been the gainers. 
McLean is developing more strength than 
any one thought for. The Ohio men say 
he would undoubtedly carry hig state over 
McKinley. McLean carries with him the 
virtue of great wealth as well js a lifelong 
Silver record.

“We therefore declare for the free and 
unlimited coinage of both gold and silver 
at the ratio of 16 to 1, regarfless of the 
action of any other nation on earth, and 
to this effect we pledge our party and 
candidates.’ 

The indications are that the ccnvention 
will be short and snappy. Its work will 
be planned. The gold orators will be cut 
off with the previous question and the 
programme will be put through with dis- 
patch and enthusiasm. m Ww. B.

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WHITNEY AND THE EASTERNERS 
REGISTER AT THE HOTELS. 


For Lack of Accommodations the Par- 
ty Is Separated—They Have 
Little To Say. 

Chicago, July 3.—The most attractive 
event of the day and the most important 
from the standpoint of the anti-free silver 
members of the party, assembled in the 


‘convention city Was the arrival this even- 


ing of the advance guard from the east- 
ern states, principally New York, repre- 
senting the gold standard minority. Their 
leader, towering in stature and influence, 
was William C. Whitney. The former sec- 
retary of the navy had engaged almost the 
whole parlor floor of the Auditorium an- 
nex—nine bedrooms and six parlors—for 
the use of the sound money democracy. 
Mr. Whitney was the first to inscribe his 
name, and among the others were Thomas 
F. Ryan, Walter Staunton, James Smith, 
Jr., John R. Fellows, William E. Russell, 
Senator George Gray, of Delaware; J. J. 
Martin, C. C. Baldwin, Smith W. Weed, 
G. B. M. Harvey, H. D. MacDona, C. R. 
Miller and Thomas R. Ryan, of New York, 
Whitney Would Not Talk. 

When asked if he had any statement to 
make to the. press, Mr. Whitney said: 

“IT shall have nothing to say tonight in 
the way of an interview. The fact is, I 
have nothing to add to what I said for 
publication in New York on the issue and 
erisis before the party. I do not know 
anything new to, talk about, because I 
have been on a train for twenty-four hours 
and have-—just got in to look over the 
ground,” 

Then came Mr. Harrity, the national 
committee chairman, who greeted the New 
Yorker as if very glad to see him safely 
in Chicago. 

Close behind the Pennsylvanian walked 
the presidential candidate from Kentucky, 
Senator Blackburn, who aeons his welcom- 
ing words. 

All' of the members of the Whit 
party could not be accommodated at The 
annex, so they were quartered at the 
main hotel. These were James R. Martih 
and ex-Mayor Hugh Grant, of New York 
city. Ex-Governor Fowler went to the 
Palmer house. 

While Mr. Whitney was at the elevator 
waiting to go into conference with Mr. 
Harrity and others, he was greeted by 
Cononel S. W. Fordyce, president of the 
Texas and St. Louis railway, who forms 
one of the gold standard contingent from 
Missouri. He evidently came to the con- 
vention at the request of Mr. Whitney, as 
he called to the New Yorker while the car 
was being started: 

“You sent for me, and I came: you see. 
I always come when you call me and like 
to oblige my friends.”’ 


Flower Is Talking. 

Senator Hill and ex-Governor Flower 
went to the Palmer house, where the state 
delegation, as a body. has a large parlor 
reserved for its use as headquarters. Gov- 
ernor Flower discoursed at some length 
upon the financial condition of the coun- 
try. He said that free silver was not the 
cure for the existing evils, but that re- 
striction of production, by farmer and 
manufacturer alike, was necessary. ‘lhe 
farmer,” he asserted, ‘‘needs above all 
things else, a short crop to enable him to 
sell What he has at good prices. He has 
had two or three crops now so bountiful 
that he could not well dispose of them 
at remunerative rates. He is the last of 
the row of bricks to be knocked down as 
the result of the panic of 1893, and whoever 
shall be elected president this year there 
will be good times, I believe, in 1897. But 
hot upon a free silver basis. Diluting the 
currency will not restore the conditions 
of good and profitable business. Credit is 
the stability, and soundness of all our 
money must be maintained.”’ 

Governor Flower expressed the opinion 
that if the democratic convention nomi- 
nated a candidate upon a free silver plat- 
form the republican ticket would carry 
New York by 250,000. , 

‘““‘My own county of Jeffevsoa,’’ he said, 
“which never, even in Fremont’s days, 
gave to exceed 3,000 republican majority, 
will give. 5,000 to that ticket, I believe. 
And that is a_-rural county, too.”

THE PLATFORM WILL BE SHORT 


BUT CLEAR CUT AND TOO PLAIN 
TO BE MISCONSTRUED. 


The Minority Will Be Given Its 
Rights, but the Majority Will 
Rule the Convention. 


Chicago, July 3.—When the eastern dele- 
gates and friends of, the gold standard 
reach Chicago tomorrow they will find that 
the silver men have absolute control of the 
situation. : 

Conferences have been frequent during 
the day. Out of all this consultation but 
one concrete fact seems to have been de- 
veloped. The platform will be~ concise, 
short and clear cut, without so much as an 
ambiguous word that can be misconstrued 
into meaning anything but an out and 
out declaration for the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1. 

Senators Jones, of Arkansas; Bate and 
Harris, of Tennessee; Blackburn, of Ken- 
tucky; Tillman, of South Carolina, and 
Cockrell, of Missouri; Senator-elect 
Money, of Mississippi; Representative 
Richardson, of Tennessee, and Hon. John 
R. McLean have been in conference during 
the day and all are agreed that the finan- 
cial plank shall be given that prominence 
which its importance demands and that its 
text shall be so short and its meaning so 
fixed and determined that he who runs 
can read it understandijngly. 

The Majority Will Rule It. 

“Platitudes will be eschewed by this con- 
vention,”’ said Senator Jones, of Arkan- 
sas, today. ‘‘The silver men represent the 
plain people of the country, the thinking 


masses, and our declaration will be such 
that no man can juggle with its meaning 
or seek to represent it as something that 
it is not. This convention is to be run 
by the silver men; we are in control and 
everything that is’ done will be by the 
consent of the majority only. The situa- 
tion might as well be accepted by the mi- 
nority at once. The minority will be ac- 
corded all its rights and will be part and 
parcel of the democratic convention, but 
the voice of the majority is the voice of 
the party in the convention.” 

When asked if he had any fear of the 
delegates being weaned from their alle- 
giance to silver, Mr. Jones replied with a 
negative that was emphatic and convincing 
as to the sincerity of his own views. “7 
the gold men are hoping to be successful 
in proselyting among the silver men,” he 
continued, “it is high time they understood 
the character of timber of which this con- 
\vention will be construc ted. The delegates 
‘to the convention are men who can neither 
be bought nor bulldozed. They are firm in 
the faith, and nothing ¢an shake their loy- 
alty to the cause which they put above 
all other political questions, Long months 
ago when we first organized the silver 
movement in Washington we took care to 
provide against other influences and wrote 
our people in every district to see that 
strong men were selected as delegates.” 

Would Be a Blunder. 

Concerning the report that the national 
committee intehded to attempt to force a 
gold standard man upon the convention 
for temporary chairman, Mr, Richardson 
said: 

“Nothing of the kind will be done. Of 
course we recognize the fact that the 
committee as at present constituted is 
against silver, but the committee will be 
very apt to remember also that the con- 
vention is very largely the other way. If 
it decides by a majority vote to recom- 
mend to the convention a gold man, the 
minority of the committee -will offer a 
substitute naming a silver man. When the 
committee makes dts report to the conven- 
tion this substitute will be offered and a 
substitute is always voted on first. The 
substitute will be adopted and if there is 
to be a brush about this question, it will 
be short and quick and result in a sweep- 
ing victory for the silver men. The ma- 
jority will not Hsten to the sounding of a 
gold note in the opening of the conven- 
tion. Such a blunder could not be enter- 
tained for a moment, and it is, hardly to 
be expected that such an attempt will even 
be made.” 
, As to the Time. 

Governor Altgeld’s idea that the conven- 
tion can complete its work In one day is 
scouted by experienced politicians. One 
of them said this afternoon that while he 
was in favor of reasonable haste he rec- 
ognized the fact that it required time to 
carefully transact the business of a na- 
tional convention. The platform would 
cause some debate, depending entirely 
upon the pleasure of the convention, exer- 
cised through the gavel of the chairman. 
It is not Improbable that some prominent 
person representing the gold side of the 
question will be selected to antagonize the 
report of the committee on resolutions and 
with that single speech discussion will end. 
This will be accomplished by a motion 
from the floor demanding the previous 
question, which will be promptly put and 
carried. 

While all reasonable expedition is de- 
sired by those having control no one of 
g00d judgment predicts less than a three 
days’ session. s 


O'DONNELL TURNED 
DOWN THE DRAFT. 


A COLORADO DEMOCRAT WHO 
KNEW WHAT TO SAY, 
When To Say It and Says It Mighty 
Well, Too—His Reply Was a 
Manly Declaration.

Chicago, July 3.—On his arrival here this 
morning from Denver Hon. T. J. O'Donnell, 
one of the delegates at large from Colorado, 
and who is one of the prominent lawyers 
of that state, representing extensive eastern 
and European investors, found awaiti 
him a letter from N. W. Harris & Co., th 
New York and Chicago bankers and bond 
dealers, which was in part as follows: 

“It has been our specialty for many years 
to secure capital from the fast and from 
abroad to develop the resources of the 
west and south. We have thus invested 
over $110,000,000, of which $777,000 have been 
invested in your state of Colorado. Our 
experience in this line has given us ex- 
ceptional opportunities to know the atti- 
tude of the eastern and fcreign investors 
concerning the furnishing of additional 
capital for development purposes in the 
sections named, and including your state. 
The information coming to us from indi- 
vidual investors as well as from ‘arge 
financial institutions confirms the position 
that any considerable amounts of eastern 
and foreign capital cannot again, under 
any circumstances, be brought into the 
west or the south until there are no longer 
any fears or apprehensions regarding the 
country being on a silver basis. In our 
opinion, any other line of policy than one 
in favor of the maintenance of the present 
gold standard, and against the free coin- 
age of silver, whether in the ratio of i6 
to 1 or in any ratio whatever, unti] fixed 
by international agreement, will indefinitely 
delay the return of prosperity, and especial- 
ly to the west and south, where new capi- 
tal, only to be obtained from the east and 
from abroad, is so much needed for the 
development of the country’s natural re- 
sources. The adoption of a gold plank by 
the democratic national convention would 
have the effect of immediately restoring 
business confidence and reviving commer- 
cia] activity.’’ 

To this Mr. O’Donnell this afternoon sent 
a lengthy reply, in which he said among 
other things: 

‘Your draft upon the principle, patriotism 
and integrity of the democracy must be 
refused. You cannot purchase the sover- 
eign right of the people of Colorado to take 
part in the government of the republic 
guaranteed them by the constitution for 
$777,000. A duplication of your boasted 
total investment of $110,000,000 in the west 
and south will not serve-in this year of 
our Lord to swerve the democracy of the 
sections one iota from the straight path 
of duty. The government of this country 
has been left too long in the hands of 
bankers and bond dealers. The people 
have concluded to take possession of their 
own again, and if any additional reason 
were needed to justify that decision, it 
would be furnished by such letters as yours. 
We may as well learn this year or any 
other year whether we are free or whether 
you and the people you represent are mas- 
ters. The interest on your $110,000,000 and 
vour $777,000 will go right along, whether 
the sun shines or not, but we are now 
proclaiming a new declaration of _ inde- 
pendence, to-wit: that these’ United States 
can and will maintain their financial and 
other domestic affairs without consent of 
any other nation on earth, and to that 


end that the, goverrment of this nation. 


can and will receive at its mints f cuin- 
age into lawful, debt-paying, full legal 
tender money both gold and silver at the 
ratio of 16 to 1, without discrimination 
or charge for mintage, and without wait- 
ing for or asking the consent of any other 
naticn to do so. 

“It may be added that if any ill shall 
hereafter result to the creditor classes of 
this country by reason of the agitation for 
the restoration to this nation cf that 
sovereign prerogative always claimed and 
exercised by civilized people, who are not 
dependencies, it will be the result of threats 
and coercion so thinly veiled in the letter 
to which this is a reply, and not the off- 
spring of any act of those who believe with 
me.”’ 


LAST NIGHT'S 
CONFERENCES 


The Silver Men Transacted Business at 
the Sherman House. 


GOLD AT THE AUDITORIUM 


The Meeting of the Free Coinage Men 
Largely Attended. 


THE ROOM. WAS CROWDED TO SUFFOCATION 


Steering Committee Reports the Re- 
sult of Their Calling Upon the 
Executive Committee.

Chicago, July 3.—A conference of silver 
delegates. numbering seventy-five 
representing nearly every state that sends 
silver delegates to the convention, was held 
at the Sherman house tonight. The con- 
ference was called to ortter by Senator Har- 
ris, of Tennessee, at SH o'clock and ad- 
jourre’? at 10:45. Mr... O. Towles, the 
secretary of the Biietallic League, as 
secretary of the conferince, on motion of 
L. L. Haines, of Idaho, called the roll by 
states and a number of states not repre- 
sented at the former conference, held ear- 
lier in the week, responded. 

Senator Jones, of Arkansas, chairman of 
the steering committee of five appointed at 
the first conference, reported the result of 
their interview with the executive com- 
mittee of the national @emocratic commit- 
tee. This interview, he stated, had not 
been entirely satisfactory and the commit- 
tee would have a further conference with 
the national committe, Senator Jones 
stated that in his opinion it was important 
that all silver delegates and their city ad- 
dresses should be knowa so that if at any 
time it was thought necessary to call 
them together this could be readily done. 
The suggestion was well received, and on

By Silver Votes. 

Mr. O'Donnell,’ of Colorado, in the course 
of a speech .urging the importance of the 
silver men securing the temporary organi- 
zation suggested the name of Mr. C. S. 
Thomas, of this state, as temporary chair- 
man. He created great enthusiasm by say- 
ing that he and the western silver men 
wanted a silver man nominated by silver 
votes, and not by the votes of the goldbug 
delegates. He had an intimation, he said, 
that the ®old men might throw their votes 
in a body for scme silver man, and, no 
matter how good a silver man the nominee 
might be nominated by such votes, he would 
be ‘‘queered”’ with silver voters. He want- 
ed the silver men to get together and agree 
on a candidate, and then go into the con- 
vention and nominate him by a solid silver 
vote. This idea was taken up and gave 
rise to quite a discussion as to how the 
end suggested could be accomplished. 

The small room in which the conference 
was held was crowded to suffocation. 

‘Congressman Swanson, of Virginia, ad- 
vocated a general conference of all silver 
delegates, unless the committee .of which 
Senator Jones was chairman could come to 
some agreemnt with the national commit- 
tee as to the temporary chairman ship. 

He said it was not certain yet, but the 
silver men would have a majority of the 
national committee and: could name the 
chairman. But, if this was not the case, 
the silver minority of the national com- 
mittee could make a minority report 
naming a silver man, and this man should 
be selected by a general conference of the 
silver delegates, and there was not space 
enough in the present room to seat them. 

A delegate stated that a hall large 
enough to accommodate all the silver dele- 
gates had been secured. When asked to 
name the hall he evaded a reply. 


Senator Tillman’s Speech. 

Senator Tillman, of South Carolina, said 
it was essential to success to have a thor- 
ough organization and this organization 
could only be rad by a conference of all 
the delegates who believed in the silver 
cause, and he wanted to have the present 
conference adjourned to such a hall. After 
further discussion it was decidéd that all 
the members of delegations named with 
such ,others as were in the city at the 
time should call at the Sherman house 
on Monday at 2 o’clock p. m. At that hour 
the committee of which Senator Jones is 
chairman would know the result of the 
action of the national committee, which 
meets at 10 o’clock Monday. If this action 
should not be satisfactory, then Senator 
Jones’s opinion as to whether a general 
conference of..all silver men should be 
called, or only a conference of the chair- 
men of the silver delegations to select a 
temporary chairman to be named in op- 
position to the national committee's choice, 
will be announced. 

Senator Jones read, amid great applause, 
a telegram from P. B. Winston, of Minne- 
sota, which stated that on Monday the 
Minnesota delegation would arrive and in 
it would be found several silver men.

Finally the various delegations were par- 
celed out to committees. These committees 
were instructed to use every possible ef- 


: fort to bring about changes of sentiment 
in order that no extreme silver man shall 
| be nominated. 


Of the present candidates 
the preference of the gold men is_ for 
Matthews. 

In ‘the gold conference tonight only about 
one-fourth of those present were delegates. 
The others were government officers, hold- 
ers or representatives of interests antago- 
nistic to silver. The friends of the leading 
candidates have been very shy of Whit- 
ney’s gold crowd. The Bland and Boies 
managers are much opposed to sentiments 
favorable to their candidates coming from 
the gold men. They look upon such as 
millstones calculated to sink any candi- 
date they support. Though the gold mén 
have every imaginable influence calculat- 
ed to change a delegate with them the sil- 
ver leaders will neutralize any other influ- 
ence by their caucus on Monday. The 
work will be done in advance and the 
gold men will have little vdice in this con- 
vention. The silver caucus is weak only in 
that it has no candidate whose personality 
far outranks all others.

A THREATENED BOLT. 


FLOWER AT THE 2 CAUCUS SPOKE 
PLAINLY. 


Said if Free Coinage Prevailed in the 
Convention He Would Not Sup- 
port Its Nominee. 


Chicago, July 3.—Mr. Whitney called the 
meeting at the Auditorium tonight to order 
in a short speech. He explained that the 
meeting was the result of invitations issued 
by him and said that the purpose was to 
have a preliminary talk and secure reports 
from the various states with a view of 
getting at the general situation. At his 
suggestion Senator Gray, of Delaware, was 
made permanent chairman of the confer- 
ence. Ben T. Cable, of Illinois, and John 
A. Read, of Pennsylvania, were elected 
secretaries. The conference proceeded to 
its business at once. The states were called 
alphabetically and somebody responded 
for nearly every state. The gold men 
frankly adnritted after the conference that 
not all the responses were from regularly 
elected delegates to the convention, but all 
the men who did respond were representa- 
tives of the sections for which they spoke. 
Those who tok of the local situations were 
listened to attentively, and gome of the 
remarks were applauded. 

There was no lack of oartory, for Hon. 
John R. Fellows, of New York, one of the 
most brilliant speakers of the country, 
addressed the meeting at length. He de- 
scribed the disaster that was sure to fol- 
low if the democratic convention insisted 
in pursuing the course the majority of its 
members had marked out. He spoke of 
the loyalty of the New York democracy, 
and its grand record of the past, but 
warned those present from other parts of 
the country that the allegiance of the 
party in that state would be sorely tried 
if it were compelled to support a ticket 
that represented all that New York thought 
was unsafe and unsound. 

They Are Reticent. 

There. was a natural indisposition antong 
those present to tell what was said by the 
various speakers for the reason that the 
gathering was called to enable the gold 
men to get acquainted with each other, 
and with the sentiment that prevailed in 
the various sections of the country. In 
acdomplishing this plain language was 
used, and men were urged to give the un- 
varnished truth regarding the situation 
in their states. 

During the interchange of views it was 
apparent from the tone of the men from 
the south that there was a strong fear 
that if a silver candidate on a free silver 
platform were nominated, the democracy 
would lose several of those states, espe- 
cially was this claimed to be true of the 
border states, such as Maryland, West 
Virfginia and Kentucky. Tennessee was 
also represented to be dangerous ground. 
A number of the men from the southern 
states and not an inconsiderable nunfber 
from the east, were in favor of bolting 
the ticket, but this subject was not refer- 
red to by such mentas Mr. Whitney, Mr. 
Harrity and Mr. Dickinson. 

Flower Says He Will Bolt. 

Ex-Governor Fiower was a little more 
outspoken. He declared that he did not 
propose to be bound in his political con. 
duct by the doctrines of the populist party, 
and if the democratic party saw fit to 
adopt a platform and name a candidate 
who was pledged to the cardinal principles 
of that party, he, for one, did not propose 
to support it. This outspoken statement 
from so prominent a democrat was seized 
at once by others less known in the party 
councils as*a declaration of a bolt and 
some one asked Senator Hill what he had 
to say on the subject. The senator took 
the edge off the remark of his distinguished 
colleague by simply saying that it had al- 
ways been his plan in political campaigns 
not to borrow trouble and never to cross 
a bridge until he reached it. This rather 
non-conrmital answer was taken as an 
intimation that the senator was not pre- 
pared to say that he would bolt. 

From other sections there were positive 
declarations that the integrity of the party 
and the honor of its representatives de- 
manded that the majority of the convention 
give the people an opportunity to express 
their sentiments at the polls by voting 
a democratic ticket that was in consonance 
with the traditions of the party which 
had always stood for the best money that 


the government could provide. 
There is no denying the fact that the 


out-cropping of a desire to see a bolt was 
manifest, but to what extent it may de- 
velop is tonight a matter for conjecture 
only. The leaders will not admit that a 
possible bolt exists, even in embryo, but 
they do state the gold men are intensely 
in earnest and have by no means given 
up the fight. One of the most prominent 
men at this conference, after it was over, 
stated that the anti-silver men had not 
underestimated the strenght of the silver 
element, but hoped that they would still 
listen to reason and the arguments that 
the gold standard men would advance. 
But these wordy proceedings finally came | 


to an end and the conferees, before ad- 
journing, decided some matters that may 
develop important results, although they 
are of a routine character. It was arranged 
that what is known as the “clubroom’’ 
of the Palmer house should be maintained 
as a permanent headquarters for the gold 
people to meet delegates and others who 
might desire to call. It was also agreed 
that those who attended the conference 
Should assemble every night at the Audi- 
torium at 8 p. m. for secret sessions to 
determine further procedure. An exception 
to this rule will be taken on account of 
the gold mass meeting to be held in the 
Auditorium theater. Instead tomorrow's 
conference will be held at 11 a. m. 

As soon as all the gold delegates arrive 
another caucus will be held—a 
grand rally—at which the plans’ of Mr. 
Whitney and his supporters will be ma- 
tured. 

Tonight’s conference did not get down 
to any figures; it was more in the form 
of a preliminary talk. All those present 
tonight say this, but will not make any 
predictions. 

The most prominent democratic leaders 
present were: New York, Senator Hill, 
ex-Governor Flower, ex-Lieutegant Govern- 
or Sheehan, Hon, Jokn R. Fellows, ex- 
Mayor Hugh Grant, William C. Whitney, 
Chairman Hinkley, of the state committee, 
and James J. Marvin.

WALSH FAVORS TELLER. 


Thinks His Seustnation Would Insure 
His Election.

Chicago, July 3.—Ex-Senator Walsh, of 
Georgia, has been in the city for some days, 
he being one of the delegates at large from 
his state to the democratic convention. A 
reporter of the Southern Associated Press 
called upon him today at his hotel, in order 
to obtain, if possible, his views upon the 
political situation. At first. he was dis- 


inclined to say anything for publication, 


but he finally consented to give his views 
and dictated the following statement: 

‘It fa.pretty well understood,” he said, 
“that the silver forces are determined to 
organize the convention. This means that 
the temporary and permanent organization 
of the convention will be in the hands of 
the silver men. As to the presidential 
nomination, the situation is not well de- 
fined. Mr. Bland seems to be well in the 
lead, starting off with the states of Mis- 
souri, Arkansas and Texas committed for 
him. The men who are in charge of his 
candidacy are untiring in their efforts in 
his behalf. His pictures and his advocates 
can be seen and heard in the leading hotels. 
The boom for Governor Boies does not, so 
far, seem to be effective in securing any 
decided accessions for his candidacy. 

“There is a strong undercurrent for Sena- 
tor Teller as the logical candidate of the 
situation. His name is being favorably 
considered by prominent southern demo- 
crats. It is urged against him that he is 
not a democrat and this fact militates 


. against =he availability. On the other hand, 


it is claimed that he is,the embodiment of 
the free coinage clause and that he repre- 
sents, in the most forceful degree, the vital 
principle of home rule or local self-govern- 
ment, In retiring from the republican 
convention he exhibited the courage of his 
convictions and gave the highest evidence 
of devotion to a cause, the triumph of 
which he believes to be of paramount in- 
terest to the welfare of the people. His 
advocates assert that the present is an 
abnormal period in the history of American 
politic. and that it is an opportunity for 
the democratic party to gather within its 
fold the populists and the free coinage 
republicans. They claim that his nomina- 
tion will bridge the way into the demo- 
cratic fold, and that if he is made the 
no:ninee of the party. his election will be 
a certainty. The south can furnish 142 
electoral votes, 80 votes more are necessary 
to secure the presidential election for the 
candidate of this convention. Teller’s 
friends affirm in the most positive manner 
that if nominated he will carry every 
state west of the Missouri river and, in 
addition, the states of Indiana, Illinois, 
lowa and Michigan, but they are not confi- 
dent that these four states can be carried 
for a democrat. While the leaders in the 
northwest will advocate the nomination 
and election of a free coinage democrat for 
president, they doubt their ability to carry 
with them the rank and file of the free 
coinage republicans and of the populists. 
They assert, however, that with Teller as 
the nominee all obstacles would be re- 
moved and all populists and free coinage 
republicans would unite most cordially with 
the democrats in securing His election. 
With Teller as a leader and a standard 
bearer these men would find no difficulty 
in passing over to the democratic camp. 
“Prominent southern democrats, who 
have been on the ground for weeks, are 
curefully considering the situation. The 
arguments in favor of Senator Teller’s 
nomination are listened to with respectful 
attention and are given earnest considera- 
tion. If there were any certainty that a 
democrat could be .elected president, Sena- 
tor Teller’s name would not be seriously 
considered. The convention could not af- 
ford to nominate a man who will be de- 


feated. 

“The tmpression is gaining ground that 
with Senator Teller the nominee, success 
is assured. His character and his public 
services are highly appreciated by the 
people at large. A great opportunity is 
presented to the democratic party to make 
itself invincible and to secure a long lease 
of power. There are millions of men in 
the west and northwest outside the demo- 
eratic party “who are disaffected, if not 
hostile to the republican party. These peo- 
ple are anxious to aid in the accomplish- 
ment of a common purpose, and they seem 
to ‘be ready to unite with the democrats 
if Senator Teller be nafned by the conven- 
tion. 

“Democratic leaders are deeply impréss- 
ed by the presentation made in behalf of 
Senator Teller and they are giving the most 
serious consideration to the availability of 
his candidacy, in the event of their becom- 
ing satisfied that a democrat cannot be 
elected. His nomination will mean that 
he and his free coinage supporters have 
quit the republican party forever. It is 
confidently asserted that the amalgamation 
of the free coinage republicans and the 
populists with the democrats would: ce- 
ment the union between the great produc- 
ing sections of the south and the west and 
would result in democratic control of the 
federal government for a long period of

New York, July 3.—Bradstreet’s tomorrow 


will say: 

General trade in both commercial and in- 
dustrial branches is. duller, but the falling 
off is, the usual midsummer dull- 
ness. Comparatively few changes are 
noted, but most of them are decreases 
in either price or demand. Quotations for 
wheat, Indian corn, cotton, oats, iron and 
steel are lower. Sugar has reacted after 
the. decline last week: leather remains 
conspicuously firm, with shoe factories 
busily employed, and petroleum and an- 
thracite coal are higher. The sentiment 
of the trade at many points is that the 
immediate outlook for business is not fa- 
vorable. St. Louis jobbers report some Tex- 
as merchants countermanding orders, ow- 
ing to the effects of the drought. There is 
a fair demand for grain, groceries and 
Staple dry goods at Minneapolis and Du- 
luth, and in fabries and groceries at St. 
Paul and Omaha, while Louisville reports 
a better demand for hardware, with col- 
lections improved. Similar advices come 
from Baltimore,- Savannah and Charleston. 
These constitute the most favorable. re- 
ports concerning the state of trade. At 
Chicago the volume of business for six 
months is smaller than last year. At New 
York, Philadelphia, Buffalo and Pittsburg 
there are no anaes aarti except those 
of extreme dullness. 

The general industrial situation shows 
no renewal of activity. The apparent im- 
provement in wool has disappeared. Man- 
ufacturers refuse to buy raw material 
because it is cheap. Excessive dullness 
marks dry goods, although this is the pe- 
riod for stock taking. Cotton mill treas- 
urers controlling four million spindles 
have agreed to curtail production. A large 
amount of woolen machinery remains idle 
and the iron and steel industries are as 
flat as heretofore. 

Business failures in the United States 
for six months ag reported to Bradstreet’s 
number 7,602, the largest six months total 
since records have been compiled. The 
increase compared with 1895 and 1894 is 
more than 1,000 in each instance. 

Dun & Co. Not Cheerful. 

New York, July 3.—R. G. Dun &:Co. will 
say in their weekly review of trade: _ 

“Complete failure reports for the second 
quarter of 1896, April 1-June 30 inclusive, 
cover 2,995 in the United States against 
2,855 in the same quarter of last year. 

“Failures for the week have been 257 in 
the United States against 195 last year 
and 22 in Canada against 24 last year. Cur- 
rent movements have Been so largely of 
a temporary character, or else purely spec- 
ulative on the day-by-day plan, that they 
are not highly instructive. Thus, an éx- 
tensive shut down of cotton mills is sole- 
ly in the hope that half of the production 
in July and August may clear a largely 
over-stocked market. Extended reviews of 
the half year’s operations in leading 
branches of manufacture go far to ex- 
plain the numerous stoppages. In woolens 
they are without concert, mills waiting 
for orders, the saleg of wool having been 
not a third of last year’s for the same’ 
week, Prices are depressed, but still de- 
pend on foreign possibilites. In cotton 
goods the closing of many mills, both 
north and south, for half of July and 
August is, In effect, a recognition of the 
fact that heavy stocks of goods manu- 
factured from cotton, costing between 7% 
cents and 8% cents, could not be expected 
to show profits if the mills go on manu- 
facturing until a new and probably heavy 
crop of cotton is ready. The reduction 
of prices has brought out a large demand 
in many cases, but not enough to meet 
the output of the mills, A further decline 
in print cloths to 2% cents is signfiéant, 
when such a decrease in production is as- 
sured. 

“Having begun, by reducing the prices 
to the lowest evér known boot and shoe 
producers are doing a shade better in 
prices, with leather a little cheaper on the 
whole, though hides have mounted to about 
the level of January ist. The output of 
iron has largely decreased, and there is a 
quite general stoppage of works! for re- 
pairs, but. the annual controversies about 
wages have, in most cases, been settled, 
and it is belleved will be settled in all with- 
out strikes. The problem whether prices 
for ore and billets, established by— the 
combination formed this year, can be main- 
tained against decreasing demand for 
finished products, would be simplified if 
there were not corbinations in nails and 
rails and some other finished products.”’

The Interstate Commission Renders a 

Decision Favorable to Lynchburg. 

Washington, July 3.—The interstate com- 
merce commission today, in an opinion by 
Commissioner Knapp, announced its de- 
cision of two cases brought by the Lynche- 
burg board of trade against the Old Do- 
minion Steamship Company, the Merchants 
and Miners’ Steamship Company, the Nor- 
folk and Western Railroad Company and 
the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia, 
now Southern Railway Company. The 
commission rules as follows: 

“Under the fourth section of the act to 
regulate commence, 2 carrier is not justi- 
fied in charging more for the shorter than 
for the longer distance by competition at 
the longer distance point of other carriers 
which are themselves subject to that act, 
in the absence of- authority from the com- 
mission under the proviso clause of said 
section. 

“When rates are relatively unjust, 
undue preference is afforded to lo- 
cality or undue prejudice results to anoth- 
er, the law is violated and its penalties in- 
curred, although the higher rate is not in 
itself excessive, and such rule is especially 
applicable where a given relation in rates, 
long continued and concededly equjtable, 
is suddenly and almost completely fre- 
versed, merely because other carriers to 
the longer distance point have disregarded 
their legal. duties. 

“During the period between May 29th and 
August 1. 1894, when greatly reduced rates 
were charged by defendants to Knoxville, 
Tenn., dealers at Lynchburg, Va., an in- 
termediate locality, were entitled to rate: 
over the defendart lines from New York 
Frovidence and Boston not greater thar 
those accepted at the same time on like 
treftice over rail lines to Knoxville; and the 
excess paid for transportation by the in- 
tervening Lynchburg dealers over contem 
poraneous rates to Knoxville was unlawful. 
iw collected. Reparation is ordered.’’

Ur. Harvey: Shows Why We Favors 
Free Coinage. 


GOLD IS A LIMITED PRODUCT 


Necessity Requires More Money—Or 
Else the People Are at the Mercy 
ef Money Dealers. 


———— 


From The New York Morning Journal. 

You have asked me why I favor the free 
coinage of silver. My reply is as follows: 

Bimetallism—the right to use either of 
two metals for money—is a financial sys- 
tem. born out of the unselfish wisdom of 
mankind. There are scientific truths to 
support it. 

Money is a necessity 
When a thing becomes a necessity there 
should be a normal acne ‘ti of it. There 
is a necessity for so much bread stuffs, and 
we meet the demand for it by creating a 
normal supply. Money is made by law. 
There is no such thing as money without 
the law designating something as such. 
To create a normal supply of money, the 
laws must designate a substance of suffi- 
cfent quantity from which money may be 

oined. 

If a normal supply cannot be obtained 
from the substance selected by law from 
which primary.money is to be coined, there 
Will be a scarcity of that necessity to civil- 
ization, the greatest of all necessities— 
money. In. selecting precious metals, by 
law, from which money is to be made, the 
selection is made from a limited product. 
To give you an idea how limited it is I 
will say statistical reports show that there 
is about $4,000,000,000 of gold in the world 
Available for use as money, and $4,000,000,- 
000 of silver in the world available for use 
as money. That is, that after ages of delv- 
ing in the earth for these precious met- 
als, this is the quantity of each now @® 
existerwe available for use as money. 
The quantity of gold above named—all 
there 
money—will go in the space of twenty-two 
feet each way. All of the silver in the 
world available for use as monéy will go 
in the space of sixty-six feet each way. 
Politicians may roll figures off their 
tongues as liberally as they wish, but after 
all is said this is the result: A cube of 
twenty-two feet of gold and a cube of 
sixty-six feet of silver is in the world 
available for use as money. 

If we select gold alone as money, the 
next thing to cunsider is the demand for 
money. We have seen what the supply is, 
and the next question is.the demand. The 
hotes, bonds and mortgages payable in 
2 gold, issued by the city of Chicago, its in- 
habitants, corporations, including railways 
terminating there, in the aggregate amount 
to as much as all the gold in the world 
available for use as money. 

The railway bonds, payable in gold, of the 
United States amount to $5,000,000,000. This 
is $1,000,000,000 more than all the gold in 
the world available for use as money, and 
this railway indebtedness is but a drop in 
the bucket of the gold indebtedness in the 
world. A healthy reserve maintained by all 
of the gold governments in the world to 
float their representative money will re- 
quire more gold than there is in the world: 
and to the extent that they are unable to 
maintain such a reserve they must curtail 
their quantity of representative money and 
hold the total volume of money below the 
normal quantity necessary for civilization, 
All banking systems in the world floating 
representatives money must likewise muin- 
tain a gold reserve to float their outstand- 
ing paper and token money. This only con+ 
templates money reserves, and we see that 
it leaves none for circulation among the 
people. No substance should be selected 
as the sole material of our primary money 
that does not contemplate its being in the 
possession of the people and circulating 
among them. 
' No material should be selected as the 
primary money of the people that is so lim- 
ited in quantity as to be capable of being 
cornered by those who make it a business 
of selecting money as the ‘property in 
which they deal. To do so places civiliza- 
tion at the mercy of the money dealers. 
In the discussion of the money question 
_ you should never lose sight of the fact 
that money is a necessity to civilization. 
Out of the wisdom of man came the use 
of two metals for use as moncy, these 
metals to be coined into money at a ratio 
in weight of 16 to 1, or in the ratio pro- 
vided from time to time. The option was 
eBiven by law for the people to. use money 
made from either metal, neither redeem- 
able in the other, but «ach of itself money. 
The option was with the debtor, the per- 
sons setting the mioney in motion. The 
debtor thus controlled the demand, and as 
demand gives value, and the supply being 
limited, this option to the debtor shifted 
the demand from gold to silver or silver 
to gold, as each increased or decreased in 
quantity. The debtor used the one ‘most 
aceessible; so if silver became the cheaper 
the demand was shifted to it, and this 
brought it back ¢..a parity with gold, and 
Vice verea. 

The two metals together, both limited in 
quantity, furnish a larger;yvolume of money 
and a more stable supply than either alone 
can. As. the demand draws first on one 
and then on the other, there is an elasticity 
and a dual strength to the financial sys- 
tem thus arranged. With gold and silver 
both as money, one relieves’ the strain 
upon the other. 
the other to supply the demand for money, 
and neither can rise in value without bring- 
ing the other into immediate competition 
with it to supply the demand when the law 
is adjusted to bimetallism. 

For all useful purposes that cater to the 
desire of man in the arts and sciences, six- 
teen paris -ef silver are as valuable as one 
part of gold. If neither were used as 


to civilization. 


'.*° money, it is reasonable to suppose that six- 


teen parts of silver would be worth more 
than one part of gold. Silver: possesses 
substantially all of tfie“qualities of gold. 
The two metals are similar in nearly all 
respects. They are both durable; neither 
will stain, corrode or rust. 

The statement so frequently heard that 

‘the stamp of the government on a metal 
does not add to its value is a common error 
into which many people. fall. Under bi- 
metallism-the mints are open to the free 
coinage of all that comes—of both gold and 
silver—and the people have the right to 
use either as money in the payment of 
taxes, purchases and in all the fransactions 
of life where money is required. The stamp 
of the government, it is true, is not what 
gives value to the metal, but it is the de- 
mand for the metal for use as money, as 
the law has provided, that gives to such 
metal its value. The law, by making it 
money, has made the demand, and it is the 
demand that adds to its value. 

Under the present law gold has the un- 
limited right of way as money, and all 
the demand is on gold, and the bimetailiie 
option has been taken away from silver. 
The mints are open to the coinage of all 
the gold that will come, and the debtor 
has no option by which he can use gold or 
efilver at his pleasure; he is confined to 
gold alone. This is monometallism. It puts 
all the demand on gold and takes the de- 
mand from silver. It bulls the price of gold 
and bears the price of silver. Under bj. 
metallism the demand shifts at the will of 
the debtor. Under this shifting demand 
the two metals for the three hundred years 
that we have the statistical history of, 

. prior to 1873, did not vary in commercial] 
parity more than 3 per cent. And during 
that time there were periods when the 
world’s production of silver was $2 to $1 
of gold, and at other periods $4 of ‘gold to 
$1 of silver. The supply of each, however, 

being limited, the demand maintained the 
commercial parity. . Since 1873 and for the 
twenty-two years that have’elapsed the 
world’s production of the two metals has 
heen about dollar for dollar, and yet, the 
domand having been tdken from silver by

Silver has been broken 50 per cent. 

It is a common statement that silver is 
now legal tender to any amount. This is 
not true, The Bland-Allison act. of 1878, 
that restored to silver its legal tender 
quality, had a proviso: “Except where oth- 
erwise provided for in the contract.” This 
gave the creditor the option as to which 
money he would receive when he could 
dictate the terms in which a note or bond 
was payable. Since then these creditors 
have tied up the people, municipalities and 
corporations in billions of dollars of notes, 
bonds and mortgages, both new and re- 
funded, payable in gold. The act of 1873 
demonetized silver for us, and the act of 
1878 drove a knife through the torpse of 
bimefallism. It authorized contracts that 
destroyed the vital principle in bimetallism. 

It is a common statement that free coin- 
age of silver will run gold out of circula- 
tion. Bimetallism contemplates that from 
time to time one or the other of the metals 
will be hard to get and will go out of cir- 
culation, It is the right to use either metal 
and the fact that the other metal is ac- 
cessible and may be used that constitutes 
the principle merit of bimetallism. There 
is a calamity when one metal goes out of 
circulation, if it is the only metal the law 
has provided for use as primary money. 
But there is no calamity on one of the 
metals going out of circulation if the other 
metal is accessible, the mints open to its 
free coinage, and the people have the option 
to use it. Gold is now out of circulation. 
There is no gold among the peopte. It is 
cornered in the bank vaults. It is leaving 
us to go to Europe to pay $250,000,000 an- 
nually as interest on our gold debts, au- 
thorized by the act of 1878. Under the gold 
standard it is only a question of time when 
alk our gold will leave us. We produce 
about $40,000,000 a year of gold and are 


_Sending $250,000,000 a year to Europe as in- 


terest on debts of ours held by foreigners. 
The gold being shipped back to us is bor- 
rowed gold that is increasing our gold debt 
to Murope and intensifying the situation. 
It méans that ir the future more gold must 
be annually shipped to Europe to pay our 
increasing gold interest. It means that we 
have committed ourselves to an erroneous 
financial system, and that the longer it 
Jasts the greater our suffering must be in 
the end. 

The gist of the financial question is in 
this: The men who deal in money are in- 
terested in making the property they deal 
in more and more valuable. This is a 
natural instinct in the dealers in any prop- 
erty. A cattle man in Kansas who owns 
10,000 head of cattle knows that he could 
make his 10,000 head of cattle worth con- 
siderably more to him if he could cause the 
sudden death of half the other cattle in 
the world. The money dealer understands 
this principle, and knowing that money iS 
made by law, he has gone to where the law 
is made and caused the destruction of one- 
half the money of the world. He is a 
dealer in money—it is the property that 
he studies. When he makes his money so 
valuable that it will buy more and more of 
your property and mine, he is the gainer. 
Whén the farmer’s wheat exchanges for 


‘less -and less money, the farmer grows rel- 


atively pooreor than the man who owns 
the money. The unfortunate circumstance 
fhat adds additional gravity to the situa- 
tion is that the money dealer deals in a 
property upon which all civilization is de- 
pending. It is the blood of civilization in 
which he deals, and when he absorbs it he 
strangles civilization. When he depletes th, 
arteries of commerce by hoarding about 
him this blood of civilization, society, arts, 
gem, pein civilization itself is affected. 

Free'coinage of silver will relieve the 
strain on gold and break the grip of the 
money leader, whose fingers are now mer- 
cilessly tightening around the throat of 
this government, All is at stake in this 
struggle—our families, society, and the re- 


public itself.

Senator Teller Writes a Letter to Sen- 
ator Dubois. 

Chicago, July 3—In view of the many 
conflicting statements put in circulation re- 
specting Senator Teller’s attitude and the 
intention of his friends who walked with 
him out of the St. Louis convention, Sena- 
tor Dubois this afternoon gave out the 
following letter from his associate, the only 
one, he said, that had been received from 
Senator Teller since the adjournment of 
the republican national convention: 

‘“‘Morrison, Ill., June 24, 1996.—Hon. Fred 
Dubois, Springfield, Ill. Dear Sir: I reached 
this place yesterday. and will remain here 
until the last of the week, when I will 
leave for Denver. 

“I notice that the gold standard demo- 
crats have declared their intention to con- 
trol the Chicago convention. I do not 
think they can doit. If our silver friends 
control the convention and give us a good 
silver man, as I think they will, I think he 
should have the active support of all who 
believe the money question is the great 
question before the American people. We 
must, for this campaign at least, overlook 
gill minor differences and put the country 
On a sound fianical system that recognizes 
that gold and silver are the money of the 
constitution. 

“I believe this can be done, and to that 
end we must bend all our energies. A lit- 
tle more patriotism and a little less parti- 
sanship is what our country needs at this 
time. The friends of silver made no mis- 
take at St. Louis and we must not make 
a mistake as to our future alliance with 
Other. silver advocates. The eause is of 
too much importance to admit of harping 
or criticism. We must all get together 
until the battle is won.

HE SOUGHT DEATH) 


A Selma Cigar Maker Makes a Desperdte 
Attempt at Suicide. 


BY SWALLOWING MORPHINE 
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Had Been Discharged for Drunkenness 
and Concluded To Shuffle Off. 
The Doctors Saved Him. 


Selma, Ala., July 3.—(Special.)—There 
was an attempt 2+ suicide on Washington 
street last night and for several hours 
the soul of Mr. W. Lichtenstein fluttered 
between time and eternity. He ts a cigar 
maker by trade and resides with his wife, 
a most estimable lady, and one child, For 
six years he has worked for J. A. Vogel. 
Yesterday morning he was discharged. He 
is the victim of the drink habit, and al- 
though he fought hard against it, con- 
tinued to fall. Some months ago he was 
out of the fatory for three weeks and 
Mr. Yogel decided to discharge him. He 
began attending church and made a des- 
perate effort to reform. The church people 
took an interest in him and persuaded his 
employer to reinstate him. It was not 
long before he fell into his old habits again 
and yesterday he was finally dismissed. 
He appeared indifferent and said he was 
going to Birmingham. 

Later in the day he purchased a quanti- 
ty of morphine and went home to take 
it and die. About 8 o’clock his faithful wife 
noticed that there was something wrong 
with him and when she _ surmised 
truth she sent a runner for Dr. Harper. 
The doctor was quickly on the scene and 
found the unfortunate man in an uncon- 
stious condition. He went vigorously to 
work and had a number of the neighbors 
called in to assist in saving his life. 
Shortly after midnight the doctor pro- 
nounced him out of danger. He is resting 
well today. | 


CAPTAIN RILEY RELEASED. 


Charged with Being a Filibusterer—He 
Stands His Trial. 
Jacksonville, Fla., July 38.—Captain E. G. 
Riley, of the steamer Bermuda, charged 
with having violated the neutrality laws 
by conducting a filibustering expedition to 
Cuba, after a hearing before Commissioner 

Otto, was discharged. 

The two government witnesses, Frank 
Williams and Howard May, sailors on the 
vessel, were unable to swear that the ship 
was within 100 miles of Cuba. They wers 
also agreed that Captain Riley did not 
take charge of the vessel until nrore than 
three miles outside of St. John’s river bar, 
Up to that time Captain O’Brien had been 
in command. 

Williams, who is a German, admitted 
that he would never have opened his 
mouth if the owner of the vessel had not 
refused to pay him §$2.15, which he claimed 
was due for overtime. 

Williams gave a graphic account of the 
voyage and attempt to land, as follows: 

“At 1 o’clock in the morning the ship 
headed for the bar, anchored inside for an 
hour or so, went outside, where 120 men 
were taken on board fronmf the tug Kate 
Spencer. During the voyage the boxes 
were opened and the men armed them- 
selves. He said he saw that the cargo 
consisted of a large piece of artillery, 
rifles, carbines, machetes and other stores. 
The boats were put upon the davits and 
loaded with the arms. When approaching 
the coast of Cuba, what appeared to be 
the searchlight of a man-of-war hove in 
sight and the Bermuda was put to sea 
again, but the next night approached to 
within-two or three miles of shore, where 
she stopped and the loaded boats were 
lowered. The officers of the Cubans,: he 
said, were drunk on beer, and many of 
the others seemed to be afraid to get into 
the boats to land. They lacked a leader. 
Finally one of the boats with the brass 
piece put to shore, and about one-half of 
the 120 men got into the other boat. About 
this time the wildest excitement was caus- 
ed by the announcement that the search 
light of a Spanish warship had been seen. 
The captain ordered the ropes to the other 
boats cut; some of the Cubans on board 
said no; others ran hither.and thither, 
crying and shouting excitedly. The cap- 
tain gave orders to go ahead. The engineer 
obeyed the order. Sonrtelof the ropes broke, 
and some of the boats were liberated: 
others were smashed, and others~- upset. 
Twelve of the men were drowned,” 
sermuda then proceeded to Brit- 
ish Honduras, where the men were put 
ashore.

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A LETTER TO THE SPINNERS. 


Secretary Howard Advisers the Spin- 
ners To Economize. 

Fall River, Mass., July 3.—Secretary 
Howard, of the Spinners’ Union, has issued 
a circular letter to spinners, bearing on the 
proposed curtailment of production. Among 
many other things, he says: 

“Being on the eve of a general shut- 
down of the mills, we deem it advisable 
to inform you that rule 21, relating to 
stojpage pay reads: ‘That in the event 
of a majority of the mills being shut 
down the rule shall stand suspended.’ 

‘Therefore, whoever may be in receipt 
of stoppage pay when the majority of the 
mills shut down willf not be entitled to 
any more pay under said law until the 
miils resume steady work and the law is 


put in force again. 


“The officers are quite willing to do 
Without salaries for the time the mills 
are stopped and close the offices up if it 
is agreeable to members. 

“Husband your resources and live within 
your means, Make the best investment you 
can of the leisure time at your disposal 
during the next two months, and we can 
see no better way of doing this than by 
keeping temperate and enjoying all the 
social and physical recreation possible. By 
acting in this way you will recuperate 
your wasted energies and lay by an abun- 
dance of health, which is more valuable 
than gold, by the time the mills resume 
regular work again.’”’

AN AGREEMENT TO 


Is Being Signed by the Owners of East- 
ern Cotton Mills. 

Fall River, Mass., July 3.—The following 
Official letter regarding the closing of the 
cotton mills in New England was given 
out this afternoon by Secretary Rgunse- 
ville, of the Fall River Cotton Manufac- 
turers’ Association: 

“Boston, .Mass., July 3. 1896—The com- 
mittee appointed on the 25th to inquire 
whether the cotton manufacturers of New 
England would generally co-operate in a 
movement to curtail production during the 
months of July and August, would report 
that agreeméents to curtail have been 
drawn up and have been signed by the 
managers of over four million spindles in 
Massachusetts, Rhode Island and Con- 
necticut, besides which there are enough 
spindles now running short timre in New 
England and the middle states to bring 
the aggregate up to over five million spin- 
dles. 

“A telegram received this date from 
Charlotte, N. C., says that at a meet- 
ing of southern manufacturers, held June 
29th, resolutiong were passed urging mill 
owners to reduce production 50 per cent 
in the next two months, and one hundred 
establishments have already acquiesced in 
this stoppage

ALL QUIET AT HAMPTON. 


EVANS AND THE OTHER SPEAK- 
ERS NOT INTERRUPTED. 


Duncan and Evans Have a Lively Ex- 
change of Words, but No IIl- 
Feeling. 


Columbia, 8. €., July 3.—(§pecial.)—The 
meeting at Hampton today did not develop 
into a riot, as was expected last night. Car- 
roll Simms, opposing Solicitor Bellinger, 
said the implication that he was the candi- 
date of the lawless element was unfair to 
him and an insult to the people. 

Solicitor Bellinger described the duties of 
a law officer as even second to those of 
the master of the gospel. In but two cases 
out of four hundred convictions, many of 
them being friends or relatives of friends, 


he had been condemned by the sufferers: 


for doing his duty. The Broxton bridge 
cases had made him enemies and his op- 
ponent had been promised victory because 
of that case. If he had done aught wrong, 
why not appeal to the supreme court? For 
the name of law and order, he hoped he 
would be re-elected. There were fifteen 
men there from the Broxton bridge section 
where Hannah Walker ang Isham Kearse 
were whipped to death, but the friends of 
Bellinger were too numerous for them to 
attempt a demonstration against him. 

Mr. Duncan, opposing Governor Evans, 
today received the first hearty applause of 
the campaign. Governor Evans said he 
would answer the oft-repeated question of 
“Who got the commissions?’ by saying he 


got a small part of them. 

Duncan asked him why he had hidden 
the fact from the people for three years 
and in 1894 had allowed Governor Tillman 
to be accused of having a part in the bond 
deal and remained silent. 

Evans retorted that Tillman had always 
been able to take care. of himself and 
needed no defense from him. If Rhind had 
paid $40,000, he said, the state would 
have made a bargain. 

Governor Evans was interrogated by 
prominent men in the audience as to the 
time of his connection with Rhind, and he 
did not answer positively. 

jovernor Evans scornfully asked Duncan 
why he had entered this race when he 
stood no chance of being elected. 

Duncan—“Because I thought it my duty 
to show you up; to show up the young 
man who had fallen by the wayside.’’ 


Governor Evans, on taking the stand, 
was received in silence. He devoted his 
whole time to the bond matter and was 
applauded at the end. 

With this the campaigners took a recess 
from today until July 13th, in order to at- 
tend the Chicago convention. 


THEY ARE FOR TELLER. 


Most of the North Carolina Delegates 
to St. Louis Prefer Him. 
Raleigh, N. C., July %3.—(Special.)—The 
populist central committee met here toda,’ 
and called a state convention to meet here 
August 18th. It elected the following dele- 
gates to the national convention at 
Louis, July 22d: James B. Lioyd, of Edge- 
combe: A. E. Moye, of Pitt; A. C. Green 
and W. H. Worth, of Walker; M. L. Wood, 
of Bertie: James M. Mewborne, of Lenoir; 
W. O. Stratenord, of Guilford; J. Z. Green, 
of Rowan: G. W. McCracken, of Swain; 
A. J. Dular, of MeDowell; W. R. Henry, of 
Mecklenburg, and J. J. Jenkins, of Chat- 

ham. 

Senater Butler fresided at the meeting 
as state chairman of the party. He says 
the populist party in North Carolina is 
standing solidly by the state committee; 
that it makes really little difference whether 
the republicans abandon their electoral 
ticket in ,North Carolina or not, for if 
there were four electoral tickets in the 
state—three for silver and one for gold— 
the latter could not get a plurality. He 
says he does rot care whether the repub- 
licans run a gold ticket or not—in fact it 
would prefer that they should do .% 

Most of the delegates elected to St. Louis 
are for Teller for president, and they all 
say that if the republicans indorse Teller 
or nominate him, the populists will follow 
suit. They all declare that only a man who 
puts silver above party can be elected. 
Senator Butler and M. A. Guthrie, who is 
to be the populist nominee for governor, 
say the same thing; but Populist State 
Cimmitteeman Buck Kitchen says: ; 

“If the democrats at Chicago make a 
nimonation satisfactory to the western bolt- 
ers and Teller and his crowd t!ndorse It, 
I don’t see how we can fail to indorse it, 
for our party can't afford to stand betweeu 
free silver and the poor people.”’ 

Many populists were interviewed as to 
whether there will be three tickts in the 
field. Most of them say yes, but Kitchen 
says: ‘‘There will be only two tickets. I 
belleve there will be populist fusion with 
one side or the other. I thought until to- 
day there would be three tickets. The 
populists will fuse with whichever siae 
they can make the best terms upon prin- 
ciple, and not upon the division of offices. 
I know that no populist will vote a tick¢ 
with any goldbug on it.” 

The following resolution was adopted: 

“Resolved, That we cordially and ear- 
nestly extend a fraternal invitation to the 
advocates of the free coinage of silver, who 
are now selecting delegates to represent 
North Carolina in the national silver con- 
vention at St. Louis, to hold their state 
convention at Raleigh on August 13th, and 
we invite, in good faith, all other citizens 
who hold that the achievements and oper- 
ation of principle are paramount to mere 
party success, to meet and confer with us 
in state convention on August 13th,” 


SCARED OF SILVER MEN. 


Illinois Goldbugs Say They Must Be- 
come Aggressive in the Fight. 


Chicago, July 3.—Under the auspices of 
the Illinois honést money democrats, na- 
tional headquarters of that element were 
opened in parlor “A” of the Wellington 
hotel this morning, with a meeting in 
which Comptroller Eckels, ex-Congressmen 
Cable and Forman, ex-Mayor John P. 
Hopkins, Franklin McVeagh and repre- 
séntative democrats from about twenty 
towns in the state, took part. 

One of the participants referred to the 
gathering as a council of war. 

Governor Altgeld and the Illinois dele- 
gation in particular and the silver people 
in general were the subject of attack. All 
of those named and several others made 
speeches in which they insisted that the 
honest money element should assume the 
aggressive instead of contenting’ itself 
with the defensive side. A mistake had 
been made, it was argued, in permitting the 
silver forces to have the floor to themselves 
thus far and every gold standard democrat 
was urged to get out and do what he could 
toward stemming the tide of the silver ele- 
ment. There was unanimity of sentiment 
that the claim of Governor Altgeld and his 
delegation that they represented the solid 
democracy of Illinois should be antagonized 
on the floor of the convention and it was 
decided to refer to a subcommittee ithe 
question as to how this could. best be ac- 
complished. Other subcommittees were ap- 
pointed to meet the eastern honest money 
people scheduled to arrive from the east 
this afternoon and evening and round them 
up for the conference for tonight. 


Ship-Yard Men Strike. 

Bay City, Mich., July 3.—Eight hundred 
men employed in F. W. Wheeler & Co’s. 
shipyard went out on a strike at 10 o’clock 
this morning. They include rivetters, 
shippers, caulkers and angler-beamsmiths. 
Their grievance is that one of their num- 
ber recéntly left the union and refuses to

600 mfen including apprentices, machinists 
and laborers in the yard, who undoubted- 
ly will be shut out by the closing of the 
yard. 


| BECAUSE HE WAS FOR SILVER 


William P. St. John Was Asketl To 


Resign the Presidency of a Bank. 
New York, July 3.—The following state- 


ment was given out at the Mercantile Na- 
tional bank, 191 Broadway, this afternoon: 
“Mr. William P. St. John has resigned 


the presidency of the Mercantile National 


bank. For several years Mr. St. John has 
outspokenly advocated the free coinage of 
silver. 

“Recently the feeling in banking circles 
against a bank president’s advocating free 
silver has been manifest. The matter was 
brought to an issue this morning at his 
board meeting by his reading a letter from 
one of his directors, of which the follow- 


ing is an extract: 

‘‘‘Dear Mr. St. John—I have just heard 
that you intend to take part in the silver 
convention at Chicago. You are under ob- 
ligations not to do so, is my belief. * * * 
I admit that the position you hold gives you 
power before a convention, but you ought 
not to go when you know your board is 
against your views, as well as all money 
centers. I am your friend.’ ” 

Mr. St. John was recently requested by 
resolution at a mass meeting in this city 
to attend the national democratic conven- 
tion and urge the incorporation of a certain 
preamble and demands into the platform of 
the national democracy. The first of these 
demands is independent and unlimited free 
coinage for silver at 16 to 1. 

Mr. St. John resigned his office of presi- 
dent of the Mercantile National bank be- 
cause a majority of his directors thought 
his compliance with that request would be 
harmful to the bank. The board accepted 

is resignation with a unanimous expres- 
sion of regret. 

The Mercantile National bank is one of 
the best known banks in the city. 

Mr. St. John has been especially noted as 
practically the only financier of prominence 
in the east who openly favored the free 
coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1. 
He was the only free silver New York city 
bank president, and as such his sayings 
and writings have been quoted all over the 
west. A few months ago a Denver newspa- 
per suggested him as an acceptable free 
silver candidate for president of the United 
States. 


RELIEF AND HOSPITAL SERVICE 


5,000 Employes of the Plant System 
To Receive Benefits. 

Waycross, Ga., July 3.—(Special.)-—-The 
headquarters of the Plant system ¢m- 
ployes’ relief and hospital service estab- 
lished in this city on July Ist, in charge of 
Chief Surgeon Caldwell, occupies for the 
present offices that are temporary and 
inadequate, but a two-story brick building 
100x25 feet is im course of erection, and 
adjoins the general hospital building, 
which is also being erected, which will be 
the the general offices of the hospital ser- 
vice. 

The Plant system employs over 5,000 
men, and this makes the hospital service 
now being inaugurated by President Plant 
of great moment. The relief and hospital 
department has advantages both for the 
company and the employes. It secures to 
the compay sound and able-bodied men, as 
each applicant for service in future shall 
be required to stand a thorough medical 
examination, and if he cannot pass the ex- 
amination he cangot be employed, while 
all accepted persons. will be requiréd to 
be a member of the relief and hospital de- 
partment. The members shall recelve free 
medical attention and medicine and from 
50 cents to $2.50 per day while sick or disa- 
bled, and besides, carry a life insurance 
policy of from $1,000 to $3,000. The total 
expense to the employes for all these 
benefits will be the payment of regular 
dues ranging from $1 to $5 per month, ac- 
cording to the class of salary or employ- 
ment. Each employe shall receive a 
death benefit of $250 to $1,250 according to 
amount of Salary paid him if he dies a 
natural death, or in case of death by acci- 
dent the death benefit shall be from $500 
to $2,500 on ‘the same basis. 

It is optional with the present employes 
of the system till January 1, 1897, whether 
they shall become members, they being 
accepted without a medical examination, 
the rule being that after January 1, 1897, 
they shall be required to stand medical ex* 
amination. They can be rqeceived at any 
age without examination during the Op- 
tional period, while no person who shall 
be required to stand examination shall be 
accepted if over forty-five years old, this 
rule applying to new employes as well. The 
Chief Surgeon, Dr. F. H. Caldwell, will re- 
port to General Superintendent Bradford 
Dunham, at Savannah.

Bill Filed in the United States Court 


at Savannah Yesterday. 

Savannah, Ga., July 45.—(Special.)—The 
Oglethorpe Savings and Trust Company, 
trustee, under a $600,000 mortgage on the 
electric railway of Savannah, filed a Dill 
for foreclosure in the Umited States court 
today. This mortgage was made to secure 
an issue of bonds of that amount made 
under a reorganization agrecment on Jan- 
uary 1, 1895. July 1, 1896, there was a de- 
fault in the interest amounting to $15,000. 
The road is already in the hands of Messrs. 
John R. Young and J. 8. Collins, as re- 
ceivers, appointed by the United States 
court under the bill of H. A. Pevear, filed 
by Mr. H. E. W. Paéimer, of Atlanta.

About Birds—The Blue Jay That Toy- 
ed with Matches—Birds That 
Build Duplicate Nests. 


A dangerous acquirement of a pet biue 
jay is told about in The American Natural- 
ist by James Newton Basket, of Mexico, 
Mo. The blue jay referred to somehow 
learned’ that parlor, or popping matches, 
would make a delightful sputter and ilame 

roperly manipulated. 
ina’ bird was in the habit of beating 
much of its food against some hard sub- 
stance, perhaps for the purpose of breaking 
or softening it. It probably treated one 
of the parlor matches in this way one day, 
and so learned that they made a noise. 
When a match was given to it it would hop 
on a chair round and strike the fulminate 
against the wood, end on, repeating it rap- 
idly until the bead was ignited; then it 
would throw it away and watch the flame. 

Habits of Fish in Feeding. 

It is a common thing for a fish to shake 
its live prey or other food as a dog might 
do, perhaps to kill it or tear it into frag- 
ments for eating. A dog can help itself by 
placing its feet upon its food. Of course, a 
fish can’t do this, but it can shake very 
vigorously. In feeding the fishes in aqua- 
riums the food—excepting, of course, live 
food—is cut up into pieces of suitable size. 
Fragments of food thus prepared may 
hang together by a shred, or @ little fish 
may seize a piece as big as itself, but 
whether the fish is big or little, if it gets a 
piece bigger than it can swallow it is very 
likely to shake it, and to shake it power- 
fully, tearing off what it wants, or such 
part as may be detached by the shaking, 
and swallowing that, and then darting af- 
ter the rest after it sinks in the water. 
There are many kinds of crustaceans, how- 
ever, crabs, and so on, which convey food 
to the mouth with their claws, aS man 
carries food to his mouth with his hands. 

Duplicate Nests. 

The London “Field” tells of many cases 
where wrens have built several nests, only 
one of which has been occupied, and casts 
about for an explanation. It appears from 
what T. M. Ward, of Sibton, Yoxford, Suf- 
folk, says that it is the male bird that 
builds these unused nests. He also observ- 
ed that the builder of a nest which was 
never used paused after each bit of nest 
material was put in place to sing in a 
loud voice. The odd nests are completely 
finished to all outward appearance. 

Sundry explanations of this remarkable 
habit have been offered, one being*that the 
odd nests are put up for the purpose of 
fooling the parasitical cockatoo, which de- 
pends on other birds to raise its young; 
but there is a poetical idea that it is the 
male bird’s lonesomeness that urges him 
fo build. 

A few American birds build duplicate 
nests, but the matter has not been s0 
thoroughly studied by field ornithologists 
yet to admit-‘of an accurate explanation of 
the cause,

- “Sit Steady in the Boat.” 

The Savannah -Press advises 
crats who do not believe in the financial 
views of the great majority of the party 
to “sit steady in the boat.” This is ex- 
advice and comes 
with good grace from a newspaper 
which, it is fair to say, made better use 
of the flimsy arguments in favor of a 
gold standard than most of its contem- 
poraries north or south. 

The Press supports its advice to the 
gold democrats by referring to the atti- 
tude of democrats who, in 1888, advised 
the party leaders not to jump too far in 
the direction of free trade, and refers 
in this connection to Patrick Walsh, J. 
W. Robertson and E. P. Howell. “These 
men,” says Editor Stovall, “were 
straightout ‘for protection. They were 
defeated for delegates by the state dem- 
ocratie convention, and their platform 
was overturned and repudiated. It is 
due to these men to say that they ‘sat 
steady in the boat.’ They did not bolt. 
They remained in the democratic party 
and yoted for its nominees.” 

It is worthy of note, and we call the 
attention of The Press to the fact, that 
the democratic party has never been a 
free trade party. In all its platforms 
put forth before the war it recog- 
nized the justness and soundness of the 
policy which demands such moderate 
protection for American interests as is 
to be found in a revenue tariff, the 
duties of which are fairly Jaid and 
judiciously adjusted. In other words, a 
tariff for revenue with incidental pro- 
tection is a time-honored democratic 
policy to which the party is committed 
not only by its history but by the de- 
mands of the public at large. 
~Lhe Constitution has never advocated 
eny ferm of protection except that to 
which the party—was committed. There 
is a wide difference between democratic 
protection and republican protection. 
One is laid for the purpose of raising 
adequate revenue, while the other is 
levied for ‘the avowed purpose of pro- 
moting the interests of a class. What. 
The Constitution tried to do in 1888 was 
to place in the platform of that year the 
tariff declaration of 1884. But Henry 
Watterson at one end of the line and the 
ex-republican mugwumps at the other— 
all howling free traders—made such an 
impression on the minds of various 
leaders that the party was, for the mo- 
ment, turned aside from its historic po- 
sition. The penalty that it er for it 

was defeat. 

Meantime it is worthy of note that 
while most people imagined that Mr. 
Cleveland was a violent opponent of all 
tariff duties that smelt of protection, 
he sent a tariff plank to the convention 
of 1888 that was precisely in accord with 
the demands that had been made by The 
Constitution. The Watterson crowd re- 
jected it with a howl of rage, and went 

forward with their work. Mr. Cleve- 
land's suggestions were repudiated and 
he was placed on a platform that mis- 
represented his tariff views. 

It was a common saying in the south 
at Phat time that The Constitution had 
been defeated, and a great deal was 
made of the event by those who had per- 
Sistently. misrepresented its position. 


demo- 


- As it turned out, the defeat of The Con- 


stitution was the defeat of the people; 
and it has always happened that when 
The Constitution has been “turned 
down,” as the saying goes, the people 
have also#been turned down. This is 
not because The Constitution is infalli- 
ble, but because it advocates no policy 
and supports no principle that is not 
democratic in essence and in substance. 


Not infrequently we see the statement 
that such and such an issue is a mere 
policy and not a principle; it is a cheap 
and an easy way that shallow politicians 
and incompetent leaders have of evyad- 
ing public questions; but the fact re- 
mains that a political policy that is not 
based on a principle is of no moment 
whatever. 

Pursuing the history of this tariff 
matter, which is interesting, to say thé 
least, we find that in 1892 the friends 
of Mr. Cleveland were in favor of 
conservative declaration, such as that 
great democrat and incorruptible states- 
man, Samuel J. Randall, wrote in 1884. 
The Cleveland plank was repudiated by 


the Watterson crowd on the floor of the 


convention and the party was ap- 
parently committed to thé policy of de- 
stroying even as a revénue measure the 
protective principle in legislation. But 
only apparently... When the free trade 
element was brought face to face with 
events in congress, the result was a 
measure that went further toward pro- 
tection than ‘The Constitution would 
have bad. In that measure an attack is 
made on the producers of raw material 
for the benefit of those who manufac- 
ture the finished product, and there are 
other features of the act that are only 
a little less protective than the Mclin- 
ley iniquity was. 

Mr. Cleveland himself denounced the 
measure as “perfidious’” and then per- 
formed the extraordinary feat of permit- 
ting a piece of “perfidy” to become a 
law. So that it may be said that if 
the views of the party at large are rep- 
resented by the Wilson-Gorman tariff 
act, the party has not only come around 
to the position occupied by The Consti- 
tution but moved several lengths be- 
yond if. 

To conclude the matter, we may re- 
mark here that Mr. Cleveland’s declara- 
tion in his first inaugural message exact- 
lv measures The Constitution’s views on 
finances and thé tariff. It is a clear, 
simple and pointed utterance and is 
purely democratic. We reproduce it 
here: 

Due regard for the interests and pros- 
perity of the people demands that our 
finances should be established on such a 
sound and sensible basis as will secure the 
safety and confidence of business interests 
and make the wages of labor sure and 
steady, and’ that our system of revenue 
shall be so adjusted as to relieve the peq- 
ple from unnecessary taxation, having a 
due regard for the interests of capital in- 
vested and workingmen employed in Amer- 
ican “industries. 

That is democratic 
always has been.

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Antiquated Tyranny. 

The abuse of the power to punish for 
contempt by some judges in the United 
States is. but a survival of antiquated 
tyranny altogether at variance with our 
free institutions, 

The recent democratic state conven- 
tion of California found it necessary to 
adopt a plank in its platform as follows: 

We condemn any attempt to override the 
Will of the people, as expressed in the 
amendment to the law of contempt, en- 
acted by the legislature of 1891, and to set 
up the monstrous non-American doctrine 
that courts possess an inherent rignt to 
summarily punish their critics for contempt, 
though not committed in the immediate 
presence of the court while in session, nor 
tending to actually interfere with its pro- 
ceedings, thus depriving a citizen of his 
inalienable constitutional right to a fair 
and impartial trial by jury. We 
our unfaltering adherence to.the principle 
of free speech and a free press, and de- 
nounce all insidious attempts of 'returning 
tyranny to gag the one or shackle the 
other. 

The immediate provocation for this 
declaration was the action of Judge 
Catlin, of Sacramento, in tining the edi- 
tur of The Bee, of that city, for making 
a few merited remarks abvut his wor- 
ship. It seems that there was a cuse on 
trial which the judge had some interest 
in keeping from the press—hence when 
a report of it was printed in The Bee, the 
judge made bold to denounce it from 
the bench as untrue. ‘The editor did not 
deem the judge to be immaculate, and 
appeared in court with records, wit- 
nesses, etc., to prove that it was the 
judge, and not the new paper, that was 
at fault. 

Assuming an air of infallibility, Judge 
Catlin refused to hear witnesses, sup- 
pressed the records, and fined the editor 
heavily for daring to come before him. 
So outrageous were his views expressed 
from the bench that, although the vic- 
tim of his wrath was a republican, the 
democratie state convention deemed the 
assault upon the press as worthy of 
notice, and passed the resolution above 
quoted. 

The age when such powers for punish- 
ment may be assumed has passed away. 
In this day of written constitutions, 
when the rights of the citizen are para- 
mount to every other, the court should 
never obtrude its personalism, and thus 
be called upon to inflict punishments 
which have no foundation in law for 
imaginary offenses. If a judge cannot 
‘take care of his personality without a 
resort to the dungeon, he would render 
his state a service by retiring in favor 
of some one who does not need such 
It is simply detestable that any 
newspaper, conducted by wideawake 
newspaper men, should be harassed by 
the whims of.some dyspeptic judge who 
mistakes his bile for wisdom.

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Mr. Hill and His Platform. 

The New York Sun is giving itself a 
great deal of trouble about the Chicago 
convention. Urging the democratic 
party to repudiate everything that 
Smacks of Clevelandism, it is one of the 
leading newspaper exponents of the gold 
standard heresy which stands, more than 
any other one thing, as the monument 
to the administration of the man whose 
career is now-‘approaching the horizon 
of oblivion. 

The Sun entreats the democracy to 
look “its gloomy prospects squarely in 
the face,” and then it gives this ad- 
vice: 

We entreat the democracy to looy its 
gloomy prospects squarely, but not the less 
bravely, in the face and make the best of 
misfortunes by putting aside the tempta- 
tions of the demagogues and the alure- 
ments of free silver, and to raise the stand- 
ard of a regenerated democracy. ‘Its guide 
the constitution and its hepe the conti- 
nent,’’ and to nominate for president some 
such leyal champion of the party’s first 
principle of equal rights as David Bennett 
Hill, of New York. Then it will look to 
the future, feeling that the democratic 
party, founded by Thomas Jefferson, the 
pride as well as the heritage of every 
patriotic American, will be preserved, and 
that its ultimate triumphs will again wait 
upon time alone, 

Since The Sun wants David Bennett 
Hill or “some such loyal champion of 
the party’s first principle of equal 
rights,” it is not amiss to inquire 
if The Sun would accept Mr. Lill on 
Mr. Hill’s own platform? 

Only a year ago the distinguished sen- 
ator from New York authorized the pub- 
lication of the announcement of his opin- 
ion as to the plan of campaign for the 
presidential contest of 1896, and this is 
what Senator Hill then said: 

T am tn favor of bimetallism as the {s- 
sue of the future. We should seek to keep 
that issue to the front—we should not 
Strive for. temporary success or compro- 
mise. We should be for free coinage under 
an international agreement, if it be possi- 
ble to procure one—and for which every 
exertion should be made—and‘if not pos- 
sible, then_for indenendent bimetallism. 
This is the great goal for which we should 
strive. It cannot be done at once. Our 
friends must not be impatient. The people 
must be educated. The unexpected action 
of India and the general sentiment of the 
moneyed classes conspire against us at this 
time. I do not believe in the Bland bill or 
any other measure which guarantees any- 
thing less than an unrestricted coinage for 
gold and silver alike, as pledged in the 
democratic national platform. Let us pre- 
pare, not for present victory, but for vic- 
tory upon that issue in 18%. We should 
continue to hold out free coinage as tne 
goal which the country must ultimately 
reach. The triumph of the monometllists 
will be but temporary.

Mr. Ransom will not be the only figure 
conspicuous by its absence from Chi- 
eago. After having landed North Caro- 
lina into the arms of populism because 
of his abandonment of democracy for 
the emoluments of Clevelandism, it is 
ho wonder that Mr. Ransom is “out of 
polities forever.” Like his fellow diplo- 
mat, Bayvard,. whose state was reliably 
democratie until stricken by the patron- 
age blight, he may sport awhile abroad 
and return to oblivion when he takeg up 
his abode once more among the honest 
tarheels, who will have been demoral- 
ized. but who did not allow themselves 
to be delivered over to the money power. 

Clifton R. Breckenridge, with his knee 
breaches and embroidered jacket, finds 
more welcome in Russia than he does 
among Arkansans, whose suffrages he 
betrayed. There are many more of the 
same stripe who sold out their party 
during the discussion of the Sherman 
repeal bill under assurances that, if de- 
feated for re-election in 1894, they would 
be taken care of. They are now chew- 
ing the cud of remorse, forgotten but not 
forgiven.

Not 
only that, but many millions of tickets 
will probably nevér be used, for a total 
of 65,000,000 in six months is on the basis 
of an attendance of 360,000 daily. There was 
only 28,000,000 attendance at the Paris ex- 
hibition in 1889, and during the last week 
it was open tickets sold freely on the 
street at five cents each. It is obvious that 
nobody will pay a franc at the turnstiles 
under such circumstances. It is the lot- 
tery feature of the bonds which attracts 
the public. The prizes rahge from 500,000 
down to 100 francs. The resources of the 
managers of the exhibition at the outset, 
including local and national subsidies, 
amount to 100,000,000 francs. The building 
operations will begin at once.

Forecaster J. B. Marbury, who for sev- 
eral years past- has had charge of the 
weather station at Baltimore, arrived in 
the city yesterday in accordance with the

the work. His first station was at Es- 
ecanaba, Mich., at which place he remained 
three months. Leaving this post, he went 
to Cincinnati, where he served in the 
weather office there. In this latter office 
he was first assistant to the weather fore- 
caster for fourteen months. He was next 
transferred to Springfield, Mo. At this 
point he had to establish the station. 

Since that time he has had charge of 
Stations at Sanford and Cedar Keys, Fla.; 
marine agency, Boston, Mass.; Salt Lake 
City, Helena and Fort Maginnis, Mon.; 
Lexington, Ky.; Charlotte, N. C.; Nash- 
ville, Tenn., and Baltimore. 

He received notice last December that 
the transfer was to be made, and was 
very glad to receive the announcement. 
At his request, however, the transfer was 
postponed until this summer, or fall, until 
he could get his work on a fine footing. 
He has made wonderful improvements in 
the service at Baltimore and his work has 
not been excelled anywhere. 

Forecaster Marbury was in the first 
batch to be appointed to the grade of local 
forecast official, in 1891, when the bureau 
was transferred from the war to the agri- 
cultural department. Mr. Marbury was lo- 
cal forecast official at ‘Nashville for six 
years and a half. While he was located at 
Nashville he reorganized the state service 
and was made weather director. He held 
this position until he was transferred to 
Baltimore, While in Baltimore he intro- 
duced many splendid improvements for 
the betterment of the service. Through his 
efforts the public has been more widely in-

No man can tell with 
certainty wlfat the weather is going to 
do, but Forecaster Marbury has had about 
about as much experience with its strange 
caprices as anybody in the service and he 
will make a valuable and efficient man. 

When Mr. Marbury arrived on the South- 
ern railway from Washington yesterday 
morning he went at once to work in the 
place until recently filled by Captain 
George E. Hunt and temporarily filled by 
Forecaster David Fisher, of Augusta. 

Mr: Fisher was relleved and he returned 
to his duties at the Augusta station. 

Mr. Marbury is a thoroughly up-to-date 
and scientific man and he proposes to give 
Atlanta the best service it has ever had. 

He talkeu interéstingly of his plans last 
night. The first thing that he will do if 
he can gain the proper consent will be to 
install: an electric motor and a printing 
press of the most approved style in one 
of the rooms adjoining his office. This 
hew press is being put in all of the largest 
cities of the United States and the daily 
weather maps are printed upon it. It en- 
ables the forecaster to get out a much 
more distinct and satisfactory weather 
map. It is also possible to get much more 
data’ upon: it than is now put upon the 
maps that are got out by hand with the 
mimeograph. 

When this plan was proposed by Captain 
Hunt, Judge Newman, of the United 
States court, objected to it on the ground 
that it will make too much noise. Cap- 
tain Hunt did not insist as he was ordered 
to Baltimore about the time the question 
arose. 

Forecaster Marbury declared last night 
that the press could be run with so little 
noise that it would scarcely be heard in 
the next room, and he will endeavor to 
demonstrate to the authorities in the fed- 
eral building that it will not be an annoy- 
ance to anybody and will certainly great- 
‘ly improve the weather service. 

He Brings New Schemes. 

“T hope the people of Atlanta will un- 
derstand,’’ said Forecaster Marbury to a 
Constitution .man last night, ‘‘that our 
office is a public office and that all of our 
work is for the public’s benefit and con- 
venience. I hope that all Atlantians will 
show their interest in the office by asking 
for information whenever they want it, 
and I hope you will assure them through 
the columns of The Constitution that their 
inquiries will always be cheerfully  an- 
swered. 

A splendid improvement which Fore- 
caster Marbury expects to inaugurate in 
Atlanta, if it can Be arranged with the 
street car companies, iS an arrangement 


whereby the forecasts for the following 


day can be exhibited in every car in a 
conspicuous place, so that all can see it 
who board the cars. A device has been in- 


“vented which is similar to the registers in 


the street cars, which are used to count 
up the fares, and by simply twisting three 
rollers the forecast for the day can be 
displayed so that every one must of ne- 
cessity ‘see it. It is a splendid invention 
and costs but little and is used in a great 
many of the larger cities of the east and 
the west. 


Something About Mr. Marbury. 

Forecaster Marbury is one of the fore- 
most men in the service, as is evineed by 
the fact that he has been designated to 
fill sueh posts as forecaster at Baltimore, 
NaBhville and Atlanta. He has been in 
the service several years and has proved 
a highly efficient official. He commenced 
in the weather bureau at Washington six- 
teen years ago, and has served continu- 
ously in many of the most important posts 
in. the service. Beginning at the very 
headquarters of the service, with the finest 
facilities for learning the scientific side 
of his work, Mr. Marbury was not slow 
in going forward to the front. He learned 
his business quickly and was promoted 
rapidly. 

Mr. Marbury has served im nearly every 


terested in the weather bureau work. 
When he first went to Baltimore the peo- 
ple generally took very little interest in 
the workings of the bureau, but now he 
has popularized it to such an extent that 
every one watches its~daily reports with 
much interest. 

Of recent months the weather buraau 
has assumed an importance of great mag- 
nitude. The people naid little attention to 
it a few years ago, but the perfecting of 
the service which has occurred in recent 
years, proving the value of the work, has 
so impressed the people that every one is 
now interested. ”*”

Session Yesterday. 


THEY DISCUSSED MANY PLANS 


Committee Appointed To Suggest Re- 


organization Scheme. 


CHARLES A. COLLIER IS ITS CHAIRMAN 


All Are Hopeful That the Property 
Will Soon Be Restored to a Pros- 
perous Condition. 


The first steps toward the reorganization 
of the Eagle and Prenix property at Co- 
lumbus were taken yesterday afternoon.

ENDED YESTERDAY 


Judge Candler Adjourned the Criminal 
Court Yesterday. 


A REVIEW OF THE SESSION 


The Next Term Will Be Called in 
September. 


SEVERAL CASES 60 OVER UNTIL THEN 


Middlebrooks and Cooper Will Be 
Tried at the Fall Session of 
Court. 


The spring term of the criminal superior 
i. 


court adjourned yesterday. 

The court was in session twenty-four 
days and during that time one hundred 
and eighty cases were disposed of. Seven 
of the cases out of this number were capi- 
tal offenses, and the others were felony 
cases in which the sentence was from six 
months to ten years. 

7 grand jury returned one hundred 
and YWyenty-six true bills, and returned no* 
bills to the extent of about one hundred 
and fifty. 

Probably this record has never been 
equaled before in the history of the criml- 
nal court of the county. More than seven 
cases per day is the average, and in many 
instances the court was in session until 
late in the night. Not only has speedy 
justice been administered, but the county 
has been saved several thousands dollars 
by the quick work on the part of Judge 
Candler. 

The fall term will convene on the first 
Monday in September, and but few cares 
will be carried over from the spring 
term. One of these cases that 
will be heard is the Middlebrooks case. 
This case was reached twice at the pres- 
ent term, but on each occasion the prose- 
cution was not ready. Another case that 
goes over is the John Tyler Cooper case, 
which has been postponed on account of 
the illness of the defendant. It was con- 
clusively shown yesterday before Judge 
Candler that Mr. Cooper was ill and in 
no condition to attend a court trial. 

Another case to go over is the case of 
the state against Babe Mathews, who is 
charged at present with an assault with in- 
tent to murder. The white man Mathews 
assaulted is in a critical condition, and 
his case was carried over because Judge 
Candler was of the gpinion that the vic- 
tim might die, which would make the 
charge murder. Mathews is in jail, and 
will be held for the September term. 

The Cooper Case Goes Over. 

The John Tyler Cooper case will be 
reached on the first Monday in Septem- 
ber, and it is said the state will vigorous- 
ly prosecute the ex-county clerk on the 
charge of embezzlement. 

Mr. Cooper has been ill for several days, 
and his physician filed a certificate with 
Judge Candler yesterday stating that Mr. 
Cooper was quite seriously sick, and his 
condition was too serious for a trial to be 
thought of at present. The nature of Mr. 
Cooper's illness was not stated, but it is 
said to be an old trouble with which he 
has been suffering for a number of years. 

The county commissioners have no idea 
of a settlement in ‘this case, they say, and 
will prosecute Mr. Cooper when the case 
is reached. One settlement was offered by 
the friends of Mr. Cooper, proposing to 
pay about 50 cents on the dollar. This 
proposition was at once refused. 

The “case against Hiram Middlebrooks 
will also be called at the same time, and 
Judge Candler insists that the prosecution 
should show a good cause why the charges 
should not be pressed. 

A Busy Session Closes. 

The term of court which expired yester- 
day was one of the busiest ever held in 
the county courthouse. 

Among the cases disposed of at the term 
was that of J. J. Rowe, charged with 
perjury. Rowe was convicted and given 
a sentence of ten years in the penitentiary. 
Yesterday he was 
camp and will enter upon the service of 
his sentence. 

Will Bruce was convicted of the murder 
of Early Beatty, and is now serving a life 
Sentence in ‘the penitentiary. 

Arthur Hanye, tried for the murder of 
Will Spinks, is under sentence of death, 
and unless the governor interposes, the 
execution will occur in a few weeks. 

W. N. Hudson, the policeman was given 
six months in jail and fined $500 for killing 
a pedestrian, while the former was shoot- 
ing at a fleeing thief. 

J. B. Bryan, charged with murder, was 
sentenced to the penitentiary for three 
years for killing his paramour. 

Charley Hotton, the young man who was 
convicted of giving medicine to his sweet- 
heart to produce a criminal operation, was 
charged with murder, but convicted only of 
a misdemeanor, and he was given twelve 
months tn the chaingang. 

Gus Thomas, charged with arson, was 
acquitted, and this case with the C. C.

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MASTERS MAKE AN OFFER. 
PROPOSE TO GIVE THE PLUMBERS 
A RATE, 

But the Strikers Say That It Cuts the 


Wages of Some of Their Men. 
They Won’t Accept It.

The master plumbers have made-another 
proposition to their striking employes. The 
offer is a compromise proposition and 
lacks considerable of being what the strik- 
ers demand. 

The masters held a meeting yesterday 
afternoon and agreéd upon the proposition, 
directing the officers of the association to 
communicate with the strikers. The fol- 
lowing letter was addressed to the strikers: 

‘‘Master Plumbers’ Association, Atianta, 
Ga., July 3, 1896.—Mr. W. H. Gooddy, sec- 
retary Local Union No. 72, Journeymen 
Plumbers, Steam and Gas Fitters. Dear 
Sir: We will grant you the following as 
@ rate: 

“Journeymen plumbers, 30 cents per hour; 
journeymen gas fitters, 25 cents per hour. 

“We are not master steam fitters, and 
under our national association of master 
plumbers are not allowed to set a rate for 
steam fitters. Yours truly, 

“H. FRANKLIN, President. 

“D. W. YARBROUGH, Gecretary.”’ 

The communication will be received by 
the strikers this. morning and it will be 
considered at a meering this afternoon. 
It is not believed that the offer will be 
accepted by the strikers. The men demand 
the original scale of wages asked for and 
will not be satisfied with anything short 
of it, so they say. It seems that the strike 
will continue indefinitely. The offer of the 
masters will probably be rejected at the 
meeting of the strikers today. 

The strikers demanaed $3 per day 
plumbers and steam fitters and $2.50 per 
day for gas fitters. By the offer made 
yesterday plumbers will receive only $2.70 
per day for nine hours’ work, 30 cents less 
per day than some of them are now get- 
ting. Gas fittérs will receive only $2.23 per 
day, where they demand $2.50 per day. 

The steam fitters are left out entirely by 
the masters in the offer. The steam fitters 
are members of the plumbers and gas 
fitters’ union and they will, of course, nev- 
er consent to being ignored by the master 
plumbers. The demand of the strikers is 
‘from all of une three classes of workmen 
in one union and they are allied together 
and will all stay together in the trouble.

Atlanta has a new weather man. 

Forecaster J. B. Marbury, who for sey- 
eral years past has had charge of the 
weather station ‘at Baltimore, arrived in 
the city yesterday in accordance with the 


state in the union since he ouauthenned | 


the work. His first station was at Es- 
canaba, Mich., at which place he remained 
three months. Leaving this post, he went 
to Cincinnati, where he served in the 
weather office there. In this latter office 
he was first assistant to the weather fore- 
caster for fourteen months. He was next 
transferred to Springfield, Mo. At this 
point he had to establish the station. 

Since that time he has had charge of 
Stations at Sanford and Cedar Keys, Fla.; 
marine agency, Boston, Mass.; Salt Lake 
City, Helena and Fort Maginnis, Mon.; 
Lexington, Ky.; Charlotte, N. C.; Nash- 
ville, Tenn., and Baltimore. ‘ 

He received notice last December that 
the transfer was to be made, and was 
very glad to receive the announcement. 
At his request, however, the transfer was 
postponed until this summer, or fall, until 
he could get his work on a fine footing. 
He has made wonderful improvements in 


the service at Baltimore and his work has 


not been excelled anywhere. 

Forecaster Marbury was in the first 
batch to be appointed to the grade of local 
ferecast official, in 1891, when the bureau 
was transferred from the war to the agri- 
cultural department. Mr. Marbury was lo- 
cal forecast official at ‘Nashville for six 
years and a half. Whilé he was located at 
Nashville he reorganized the state service 
and was made weather director. He held 
this position until he was transferred to 
Baltimore, While in Baltimore he intro- 
duced many -splendid improvements for 
the betterment of the service. Through his 
efférts the public has been more widely in-

Mr. Marbury is a man of pleasing ap- 
pearance and manners. He comes to the 
Gate City with a splendid reputat.on as an 
accurate forecaster. No man can tell with 
certainty what the weather is going to 
do, but Forecaster Marbury has had about 
about as much experience with its strange 
caprices as anybody in the service and he 
will make a valuable and efficient man. 

When Mr. Marbury arrived on the South- 
ern railway from Washington yesterday 
morning he went at once to work in the 
place until recently filled by Captain 
George E. Hunt and temporarily filled by 
Forecaster David Fisher, of Augusta. 

Mr. Fisher was relieved and he returned 
to his’duties at the Augusta station. 

Mr. Marbury is a thoroughly up-to-date 
and scientific man and he proposes to give 
Atlanta the best service it has ever had. 

He talked interestingly of his plans last 
night. The first. thing that he will do if 
he can gain the proper consent will be to 
install an electric motor and a printing 
press of the most approved style in one 
This 
new press is being put in all of the largest 
cities of the United States and the daily 
weather maps. are printed upon it. It en- 
ables. the forecaster to get out a much 
more distinct and satisfactory weather 
map. It is also possible to get much more 
data upon it than is now put upon the 
maps that are got out by hand with the 
mimeograph. : . 

When this plan was proposed by Captain 
Hunt, Judge Newman, of the United 
States court, objected to it on the ground 
that it will make too much noise. Cap- 
tain Hunt did not insist as he was ordered 
to Bale#fmore about the time the question 
arose. 

Forecaster Marbury declared last night 
that the press could be run with so little 
noise that it would scarcely be heard in 
the next room, and he will endeavor ,to 
demonstrate to the authorities in the fed- 
eral building that it will not be an annoy- 
ance to anybody and will certainly great- 
ly improve the weather service. 

He Brings New Schemes. 

“T hope the people of Atlanta will un- 
derstand,’”’ said Forecaster Marbury to a 
Constitution man last night, ‘‘that our 
office is a public office and that all of our 
work is for the public’s benefit and con- 
venience. I hope that all Atlantians will 
show théir interest in the office by asking 
for information whenever they want it, 
and I hope you will assure them through 
the columns of The Constitution that their 
inquiries will always be cheerfully an- 
swered. 

A splendid improvement which Fore- 
caster Marbury expects to inaugurate in 
Atlanta, if it can be arranged with the 
street car companies, iS an arrangement 
whereby the forecasts for the following 
day can be exhibited in every car in a 
conspicuous place, so that all can see it 
who board the cars. A device has been in- 
vented which is similar to the registers in 
the street cars, which are used to count 
up the fares, and by simply twisting three 
rollers the forecast for the day can be 
displayed so that every one must of ne- 
cessity see it. It is a splendid invention 
and costs but little and is used in a great 
many of the larger cities of the east and 
the west. 


Something About Mr. Marbury. 

Forecaster Marbury is one of the fore- 
most men in the service, as is evineed by 
the fact that he has been designated to 
fill sueh posts as forecaster at Baltimore, 
Nashville and Atlanta. He has been in 
the service several years and has proved 
a highly efficient official. He commenced 
in the weather bureau at Washington six- 
teen years ago, and has served continu- 
ously in many of the most important posts 
in the service. Beginning at the very 
headquarters of the service, with the finest 
facilities for learning the scientific side 
of his work, Mr. Marbury was not slow 
in going forward to the front. He learned 
his business quickly and was promoted 
rapidly. 

Mr. Marbury has served in nearly every 


terested in the weather bureau work. 
When he first went to Baltimore the peo- 
ple generally took very little interest in 
the workings of the bureau, but now he 
has popularized it to such an extent that 
every one watches its~daily reports with 
much interest. 

Of recent months the weather buraau 
has assumed an importance of great mag- 
nitude.

The relations were not 
satisfactory; he could not dissolve them 
without the consent of the presbytery, 
therefore it was perfectly proper for him 
to pray as he did.”’

SPRING TERM 
ENDED YESTERDAY 


Judge Candler Adjourned the Criminal 
Court Yesterday. 


A REVIEW OF THE SESSION 


The Next Term Will Be Called in 
September. 


SEVERAL CASES GO OVER UNTIL THEN 


Middlebrooks and Cooper Will met 


Tried at the Fall Session of 
Court. 


The spring term of the criminal superior 


court adjourned yesterday. 

The court was in session twenty-four 
days and during that time one hundred 
and eighty cases were disposed of. Seven 
of the cases out of this number were capi- 
tal offenses, and’ the others were felony 
cases in which the sentence was from six 


months to ten years. 

7 grand jury returned one hundred 
and Wyenty-six true bills, and returned no 
bills to the extent of about one hundred 
and fifty. 

Probably this record has never’ been 
equaled before in the history of the crimi- 
nal court of the county. More than seven 
cases per day is the average, and in many 
instances the court was in session until 
late in the night. Not only has speedy 
justice been administered, but the county 
has been saved several thousands dollars 
by the quick work on the part of Judge 
Candler. 

The fall term will convene on the first 
Monday in September, and but few cares 
will be carried over from the _ spring 
term. One of these cases that 
will be heard isa the Middlebrooks case. 
This case was reached twice at the pres- 
ent term, but on each occasion the prose- 
cution was not ready. Another case that 
goes over is the John Tyler Cooper case, 
which has been postponed on account of 
the illness of the defendant. It was con- 
clusively shown yesterday before Judge 
Candler that Mr. Cooper was ill and in 
no condition to attend a court trial. 

Another case to go over is the case of 
the state against Babe Mathews, who is 
charged at present with an assault with in- 
tent to murder. The white man Mathews 
assaulted is in a critical condition, and 
his case was carried over because Judge 
Candler was of the gpinion that the vic- 
tim might die, which would make the 
charge murder. Mathews is in jail, and 
will be held for the September term. 

The Cooper Case Goes Over. 

The John Tyler Cooper case will be 
reached on the first Monday in Septem- 
ber, and it is said the state will vigorous- 
ly prosecute the ex-county clerk on the 
charge of embezzlement. 

Mr. Cooper has been ill for several days, 
and his physician filed a certificate with 
Judge Candler yesterday stating that Mr. 
Cooper was quite seriously sick, and his 
condition was too serious for a trial to be 
thought of at present. The nature of Mr. 
Cooper's illness was not stated, but it is 
said to be an old trouble with which he 
has been suffering for a number of years. 

The county commissioners have no idea 
of a settlement in this case, they say, and 
will prosecute Mr. Cooper when the case 
is reached. One settlement was offered by 
the friends of Mr. Cooper, proposing to 
pay about 50 cents on the dollar. This 
proposition was at once refused. 

The ‘case against Hiram Middlebrooks 
will also be called at the’ same time, and 
Judge Candler insists that the prosecution 
should show a good cause why the charges 
should not be pressed. 

A Busy Session Closes. 

The term of court which expired yester- 
day was one of the busiest ever held in 
the county courthouse. 

Among the cases disposed of at the term 
was that of J. J. Rowe, charged with 
perjury. Rowe was convicted and given 
a sentence of ten years in the penitentiary. 
Yesterday he was carried to the convict 
camp and will enter upon the service of 
his sentence, 

Will Bruce was convicted of the muMer 
of Early Beatty, and is now serving a life 
Sentence in the penitentiary. 

Arthur Hanye, tried for the murder of 
Will Spinks, is under sentence of death, 
and unless the governor interposes, the 
execution will occur in a few weeks. 

W. N. Hudson, the policeman was given 
six months in jail and fined $500 for killing 
a pedestrian, while the former was shoot- 
ing at a fleeing thief. 

J. B. Bryan, charged with murder, was 
sentenced to the penitentiary for. three 
years for killing his paramour. : 

Charley Hotton, the young man who was 
convicted of giving medicine to his sweet- 
heart to produce a criminal operation, was 
charged with murder, but convicted only of 
a misdemeanor, and he was given twelve 
months tn the chaingang. 

Gus Thomas, charged with arson, was 
acquitted, and this- case with the C. C. 
Johnson case, includes all trials where a 
capital offense was charged. 

A Juror Writes a Note. 

Yesterday morning Judge Candler was 
handed a note from Foreman J. M. Gold- 
smith. 

Mr. Goldsmith has been foreman Gi the’ 
jury which has been busy with Several 
cases during the week, and his nim. was 
in regard to the administration ¢7 ¢pe 
court under Judge Candler. ‘ic 

In the note Foreman Goldsmith tthesks 
Judge Candler for his various charge, and 
explained that he was thoroughly sat.sfied 
with the conduct of the court. 

Mr. Goldsmith was foreman of the jury 
that acquitted Conductor Osborne, and 
when the ‘verdict was read the foreman ex- 
plained. that the grounds of the verdict 
were that as the negro had struck the 
conductor in the mouth, the conductor had 
a right to defend himself against the negro 
on the following day. 

Judge Candler stated that the b’ow in 
the mouth did not justify the conductor 
in shooting the man in the back. ) 


Hardware Thief Caught. 


A negro by the name of W. H. Clay was 
arrested by Officers Wooten and Walton 
yesterday afternoon and locked up at the 
station house on the charge of larceny. 
Clay works for Beck & Gregg, and it is 
claimed has been stealing for some time. 
He was trying/to pawn a dozen new 
wrenches on Deqatur street yesterday when 
arrested. He ll be ‘given a preliminary 
hearing today.

MASTERS MAKE AN OFFER. 


PROPOSE TO GIVE THE PLUMBERS 
A RATE, 
But the Strikers Say That It Cuts the 
Wages of Some of Their Men. 
They Won’t Accept It.

The master plumbers have made another 
proposition to their striking employes. The 
offer is a compromise proposition and 
lacks considerable of being what the strik- 
ers demand. 

The masters held a meeting yesterday 
afternoon and agreéd upon the proposition, 
directing the officers of the association to 
communicate with the strikers. The fol- 
lowing letter was addressed to the strikers: 

‘“‘Master Plumbers’ Association, Atlanta, 
Ga., July 3, 1896.—Mr. W. H. Gooddy, sec- 
retary Local Union No. 72, Journeymen 
Plumbers, Steam and Gas Fitters. Dear 
Sir: We will grant you the following as 
@ rate: 

“Journeymen plumbers, 30 cents per hour; 
journeymen gas fitters, 256 cents per hour. 

“We are not master steam fitters, and 
under our national association of master 
plumbers are not allowed to set a rate for 
steam fitters. Yours truly, 

“H. FRANKLIN, President. 

“D. W. YARBROUGH, Secretary.”’ 

The communication will be received by 
the strikers this morning and it will be 
considered at a meeting this afternoon. 
It is not believed that the offer will be 
accepted by the strikers. The men demand 
the original scale of wages asked for and 
will not be satisfied with anything short 
of it, so they say. It seems that the strike 
will continue indefinitely. The offer of the 
masters will probably be rejccted at the 
meeting of the strikers today. 

The strikers demanaed $3 per day for 
plumbers and steam fitters and $2.50 per 
day for gas fitters. By the offer made 
yesterday plumbers will receive only §2.70 
per day for nine hours’ work, 39 cents less 
per day than some of them are now get- 
ting. Gas fitters will receive only $2.25 per 
day, where they demand $2.50 per day. 

The steam fitters are left out entirely by 
the masters in the offer. The steam fitters 
are members of the plumbers and gas 
fitters’ union and they will, of course, nev- 
er consent to being ignored by the master 
plumbers. The demand of the strikers is 
from all of une three classes of workmen 
in one union and they are allied together 
and will all stay together in the trouble.

New York, July 3.—There is some reason 
for thinking that quite a large block of 
St. Paul has been sold in the last ten days.

The New York Bank Statement... 

New York, July 3.—The New York Finan- 
cier says this week: The principal items 
in the statement of the associated banks 
of New York for five days ending July 


3d were the increase of $1,071,000 in cash 
and the expansion of $1,200,000 in loans. 
Thée July settlements have influenced the 
totals to a greater or less extent, and the 
increase of $2.072,200 in deposits probably 
resulted from the shifting of funds incident 
to this period. The increase in loans was 
a favorable feature, but it reflected stock 
exchange transactions as much as any- 
thing else, and the gtatement as a whole 
must be interrupted as the result of aver- 
ages made earlier in the week and Noir as 
an exhibit of the banks’ real condition on 
the day the‘ stateme was made public. 
It is worthy of remfark that the banks 
suffered a decided loss in cash as compared 
with a gain of over $2,000,000 during the 
previous week, and since the price of 
domestic exchange at interfor points has 
been s:0wn a decided falling off inthe 
latter factor is to be taken as indicating 
a partial cessation of the movement which 
has been going on since early this season, 
and which has added so largely to the 
amount of cash in the banks. The move- 
ment from the interior last year, judging 
from the increase of cash holdings, seemed 
to have been well sustained until later in 
the season, the total srecie and legals as 
late as August amounting to about $1s5,- 
000, after which there was a rapid de- 
Cline, tasting well toward the end of the 
year. The movement from the interior 
last vear, however, was larger than noted 
this season, and the different totals were 
also heavier. Despite the fact that .the 
New York banks are not loaning-so much 
money as at this time last year tney are 
getting better rates for it, and they are 
not paying interest on so much Idle cash 
Iving in vaults as was the case twelve 
months ago. The rates for funds: appear 
to be well sustained, and nothing indicates 
a change to a less firm basis. The falling 
off in gold exports appears to be the result 
of legitimat@d conditfons. Europe bought 
more American securities in New York 
last week than for months past.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


A Short and Almost Lifeless Session 
in Chicago Yesterday. 


Chicago, July 3.—The short session of the 
wheat market was quiet and almost life- 
less. Many operators were absent and 
others were planning their departure on 
pleasure trips as soon as the trading hours 
were over. Scarely an outside order was 
received, and the local talent displayed no 
interest whatever. Just prior to the close 
a few moments’ activity in the way of 
liquidation by longs was noted, but that 
was the only time when there was the 
Teast bustle or animation. The morning 
began with a firm tone on higher Liver- 
pool cables and some northwestern crop 
damage- reports, but the effects of these 
influences soon passed away and a sag- 
ging movement succeeded. September 
wheat opened from 57 to 56%c., declined to 
56c., closing at 564%@o6%ec., %c. under yes- 
terday. Cash wheat was easy and xc., 
per bushel lower. 

Corn displayed masterly inactivity. Simi- 
lar conditions to those existing in wheat 
prevailed, the approaching recess detract- 
ing from the inclination to trade. The tone 
of the market was governed and regulated 
by wheat. September corn opened at 275¢c., 
sold at 27%c., declined to and closed at 

ac., Jee. under yesterday. Cash corn was 
weak and lec. per bushel lower. 

Oats—The oats market was neglected 
and deserted. Like in the other grain mar- 
kets the trading was confined.to a few or- 
ders, principally for local account. The 
sentiment was in sympathy with that of 
wheat and corn. September oats closed 
4@%sc. under yesterday. Cash oats were 
weak and 4@'‘ec. per bushel lower. 

Provisions—Quite a good business was 
transacted in product, which was suprising 
when the dullness ruling on others parts of 
the floor was considered. A higher hog 
market imbued shorts with a covering de- 
sire, and to the demand for that account 
values were indebted for the improvement 
which took place early. In the last hour of 
business offerings became heavy, local pro- 
fessionals doing some raiding, whilst the 
demand was contracted. Everything de- 
clined on the selling pressure. September 
pork closed 27i4c. lower, September lard and 
ribs each 10c. lower.

Chicago, July 3.—The week ends with a 
depressed feeling in the provision market.

course in order to protect themselves. 
Added to this has been more or less liqui- 
dation, and when the demand at $7 for 
September pork had been satisfied today 
the price generally sagged, catching stop 
orders and brought out quite free selling 
on the part of local traders, Stocks of 
lara? in the world are the largest on rec- 
ard, being 585,713 tierces, against 503,000 last 
mont” and 318,000 last year. With this 
bear factor hanging over the market and no 
apparemt let up to the large receipts of 
hogs nolders have nothing to encourage 
them except the extremely low price, and 
Many, good traders even assert that we 
have Not. yet reached bottom. 

In wheat the feeling is inclined to the 
bull wide on the breaks on the belief that 
prices are about low enough, and that 
purchases on such breaks offer a less 
speculative risk than sales. News from 
the northwest regarding rust is receiving 
cons'‘derable attention, as the sources from 
which this information comes seem to. be 
reliable. Receipts of new wheat are sur- 
prisingly large for this season of the year, 
and the grading is high. Among local re- 
ceipts today there were thirty-nine cars 
of new and twenty-two grading contract. 
The feeling at the opening was quite 
strong on the higher cables, but holders 
seemed anxious to realize in view of the 
holidays. Later the feeling locally turned 
weak on a Kansas City message Saying 
the state assessors’ reports indicate a 
winter wheat crop in Kansas of 3,400,000 
acres, against 2,600,000 given by the gov- 
ernment.

File His Bond Today. 


COMMISSIONER RICHARDSON IN ATLANTA 


Vice President Baldwin Promises 
Good Service Between This City 
and Columbus. 
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The syndicate which has bought the Ma- 
rietta and North Georgia railroad contem- 
plates extending it into Atlanta. 

Work may not be started for some time, 
but if the fmresent syndicate retains 


it is cut off at Marietta and Knoxville. 
The Western and Atlantic charges it full 
locals, and almost full locals from Mariet- 
ta into the city. This refusal to partici- 
pate in a through pro rate on trafic is 
e@ burden that it cannot and will not 
stand. It would be cheaper for the Mari- 
etta and North Georgia to build in here, 
the interest on the investinent not amount- 
ing to as much as is lost by the difference 
between the full local and a fair pro rate 
with terminal charges. 

The purchasers paid about $9,000 for the 
Marietta and North Georgia, or about 
$4,100 a mile. It is estimated that if the 
road is put fn first-class shape it can be 
bonded for at least $10,000 a mile, and that 
tsa very low figure for bonded indebted- 
ness. To be sure the property has not 
been doing anything more than pay oper- 
ating expenses, but it has been operated 
under great disadvantages. Once it gets 
an entrance to Atlanta the road ought to 
earn a reasonable interest on the invest- 
ment. : 

Mr. Eugene Spalding, the co-receiver, 
will probably file his bond of $10,000 today. 
The bond will be made by an indemnity 
company, Mr. Spalding preferring to give 
such a bond to one made by friends, al- 
though, of course, he could give one for 
ten times the amount with ease. The third 
payment of $100,000 was mace on Thursday. 
The next payment of $100,000 will be due 
in sixty days or on September Ist. When 
the syndicate pays $136,000 more it will 


be allowed to take charge of the property - 


and there will no longer be any necessity 
for a receiver. The new company will 
operate the property for itself, 

The mail which Mr. Spalding received 
yesterday was largely made up Of applica- 
tions for positions on the road.” He had 
enough applications to fill every place on 
the Southern railway svstem. He has 
not yet been over the line but expects to 
take a trip over it next week. The line ‘is 
in far from good condition, it needs con- 
siderable money spent in bétterments. To 
make the needed improvements will be one 
of the first things to which the new com- 
pany will attend. When the question of 
coming to Atlanta arises the company 
will have no trouble getting the right of 
Way, and securing a terminal here or in 
making satisfactory arrangements for ter- 
The purchasers have already had 
assurances to that effect. 


CONSOLIDATION AND SERVICE. 
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Southern Officials Take Up the Matter 
of Through Cars. 


The Southern railway offictals have taken 


up the subject of through service between 


Atianta and Columbus. They will not 
say that it is assured, but Vice President 


. Baldwin stated yesterday to a representa- 
_tive of The Constitution that it will come. 
‘He spent two hours himself yesterday 
5 forenoon working on it, but did not get 
‘through with it and he had to return to 


Washington on the limited at 12 o’clock. 

Speaking of the -effects of absorbing 
small lines by larger ones, Mr. Baldwin 
“The policy of the Southern is an 
Object lesson. There is not an instance 
where the Southern has acquired a small 
line that it has not improved the prop- 
erty and given the people a better ser- 
vice: We have been doing it on every 
part of the system, and’ we have taken out 
old iron and put in good, heavy stee] on 
lines where the patrons had not expected 
to see steel in years to come. , 

“It is the Southern’s policy to give the 
very best service possible. We want to 
keep Atlanta and Colunibus in close touch 
by a direct line. Now, there are two lines 
between the two cities, and neither pays 
the attention to the service that we think 
the cities deserve.”’ 

The plans, so far as they have gone, 
contemplate through train service over the 
Atlanta and Florida, and thence to Colum- 
bus by way of the Georgia Midland. 

Captain W. H. Green, the general super- 
intendent of the Southern,. said that the 
new line is in much better eondition than 
he expected to find it. The*road was sub- 
stantially built, and has been well kept up. 

“It is a very mfferent acquisition from the 
Atlanta and Florida,’’ said Mr. Raldwin.

Shippers continued to *equest 
that it be done, and the agents cf the 
Wrightsville and Tennille steadily refused 
to comply with the request of snippers, and 
sent the Savannah business over tne Cen- 
tral. Complaint was made by the Augusta 
Southern several months ago to the rail- 
road commission. That board gave the de- 
fendant reads a hearing and wrdered the 
Wrightsville and Tennille to discontinue its 
discrimination against the Augusta Sovth- 
ern. The commission notified the Wrights- 
ville and Tennille that it was rendering 
itself liable to a penalty of $5,090 ror the 
diserimination.

Special Agent I. N.Mills, of the Phila- 
delphia, Wilmington and Baltimore rail- 
road, has made his annual estimate of the 
peach crop of the Delaware peninsula for 
18%. His estimate is 6,600,000 baskets, the 
largest crop since 187%. 

The net earnings of the Atchison system 
for the month of May were $481,327, an in- 
crease Of $92,756 over the same month of 
last year..

Receiver Samuel P. Wheeler, of the Jack- 
sonville, Louisville and St. Louis railway, 
turned the property, over to the purchasing 
committee of the bondholders, who re- 
cently bought it at master’s sale.

Stanton will be retained as general man- 
ager, and the road will be known as the 
Jacksonville and: St. Louis railroad. 


Assistant General Passenger Agent Brun- 
ner, of the Vandalia, states that with 
reference. to an affidavit taken at Alton 
relative to a cut rate east for the glass 
workers, there is not a word of truth in 
the statement, so far as the Vandalia line 
is concerned. It has not cut the rate, 
neither does it intend to do so, and the 
statement puts the line in a false light. 

The appellate court has affirmed the ver- 
dict of $40,000 granted to Herbert Gehr 
against fhe Mexican Central railroad, Gehr 
was formerly paymaster of the road, and 
was imprisoned on the charge of taking 
sums of money, amounting in all to about 
$10,000.

BUT HIS PARTNER, MR. PLYER, 
DID NOT APPEAR. 


The Brokers Will Answer the Charge 
of Placing Insurance with Un- 
authorized Companies.

Mr. W. L. Seddon appeared before Judge 
Orr yesterday morning and gave bond for 
his appearance in the city court in answer 
to a charge of violating the Venable in- 


surance law. 

Mr. Charles H. Plyer, Mr. Seddon’s part- 
ner, is also wanted on a warrant charging 
him with the same offense. He was report- 
ed to be out of the city yesterday, but will 
give bond when he returns. 

Mr. D. H. Livermore, who signed the 
bond of Herbert Price, of the firm of Price 
& Biedler, also became surety for Mr. Sed- 
don. He will probably sign for Mr. Plyer 
also. The bond of Mr. Seddon was fixed 
at $500, just half of the amount required 
from Mr. Price. 

The wafrants against 
and Plyer{ were sworn out Thursday as 
stated in yesterday’s Constitution. They 
grew out of the placing of certain insurance 
by Seddon & Plyer. The firm is charged 
by the comptroller general with placing 
insurance with companies not authorized 
to do business in the state. The cases will 
be heard next week. 


Mr. Seddon’s Statement. 


“Editor Constitution—In regard to the 
announcement in your paper this morning 
of Comptroller General Wright’s intention 
to proceed against Mr. Plyer and myself 
for a violation of the insurance law in re- 
gard to the Alcazar hotel policies, I wish 
to say I was greatly surprised at the an- 
nouncement. 

General Wright wrote us sometime since 
about this insurance, and we called upon 
him, explaining the matter fully, and fur- 
nishing him with a statement from Mr. 
Cassin as to our connection with it. This 
seemed enttfrely satisfactory, and I .inder- 
stood that in his opinion there has been no 
violation of the law 

The facts of the matter are that in Sep- 
tember last we placed $2,000 in the Manu- 
facturers’ Lioyds for Mr. Cassin. In Oc- 
tSber he came to the writer to know 
whether we could place more insurance for 
him, and I told him that we could not, as 
our line was full. He then said he was 
unable to get any insurance in any of the 
companies of the state, and that he did not 
feel safe with the small amount he had. 
As a friend, I told him that it could be 
gotten from New York, and that Jameson 
& Frelinghuysen, who were the attorneys 
and managers of the company he had, were 
also brokers, and could place it for him, 
My subsequent actions in the matter were 
those of a friend to Mr. Cassin, and if I 
had technically violated any law in what 
I did, it was certainly entirely uninten- 
tional. I hardly think the law means that 
when an insurer is unable to procure in- 
surance in companies represented in this 
state, he is thereby debarred from seeking 
it elsewhere, or in getting any advice and 
help from a friend in business. 

In conclusion, I would say that the com- 
panies insuring Mr. Cassin’s property are 
entirely solvent and responsible, and I un- 
derstand his loss is in process of adjuste- 
ment. I am very truly ale

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Corporations Will Fight the: Resolution 
Passed. by the Commissioners. 


SAY IT WILL INJURE BUSINESS 


The Banks and Insurance Companies 
Will Make an Investigation 
at Once. 


Corporations owning property and doing 
business in Fulton county will protest 
against the action of the county commis- 
sioners in regard to the payment of taxes, 

The commissioners will meet in special 
session on July 15th. at which time the 
banks. building and loan associations and 
insurance companies will be represented 
by officers and attorneys and the question 
will be discussed. 

As soon as the resolution in regard to 
the matter was passed at the last session 
of the county commissioners, several banks 
and insurance companies immediately be- 
gan work to investigate and see what 
was the law upon the question. This in- 


vestigation ig now quietly being made, 
and the opinions of attorneys will be sub- 
mitted to the commissioners at the called 


session, 

The resolution passed by the commission- 
ers has caused a sensation in commercial 
circles to say the lea&t, and the adoption 
of the resolution will cause a bitter fight. 
The gentlemen) interested in banking cir- 
cles believe they have been paying all 
of the tax necessary, and they contend 
that the action of the commissioners will 
cause capital to be withdrawn if their 
ideas are carried out and the law en- 
forced to the letter. 

“This matter is a serious question,’”’ said 
a gentleman yesterday, who is largely in- 
terested in a bank. “It means more than 
it appears upon the surface. lt means 
that capitalists will seek other investments 
or will entirely withdraw their money 
from Atlanta, if this plan is carried out. 

‘Fulton county now pays about one- 
eighth of the taxes of the state, and 
we are paying more than is our share. 
The banks, like private individuals, are 
supposed to return not the full valuation 
of their property, but a certain per cent. 
I don’t suppose any one returns the ex- 
act amount of the valuation of his prop- 
erty, This is a fact that all are well ac- 
quainted with, and then the identi- 
cal question was brought up by the commis- 
sioners, if I am not mistaken, only a few 
years ago. 

“Loan companies will be more seriously 
affected than even the banks, for these 
corporations do not receive deposits and 
discounts, and all the profit that is made 
is derived through the loans that are made 
on real estate. Now, it does seem fair that 
taxes should be paid on the property by 
the borrower, and then the companies be 
required to pay taxes on their capital 
stock, the very money that is used in 
making the loan, thus paying twice for the 
same piece of property.” 

The resolution passed by the county 
commissioners includes not only the capi. 
tal stock of the corporations, but the 
Surplus and undivided profits, which will 
mean an increase of over a million dollars, 
+ yA any the tax of the county is about 

Officers of ‘several banks and insurance 
companies were seen yesterday in regard 
to the matter, but they stated they had 
nothing to say for publication at. present, 
as the attorneys of the corporations were 
making an investigation, and the entire 
question would be discussed at the special 
session of the board of Gounty commis- 
sioners. 

The copanies effected will make a bitter 
fight against the action of the commis- 
sioners, and will make an effort to show 
that the requirethents of the resolutions 
are burdensome agd would seriously effect 
the commercial. inter@sts of the city and 
county.

Those who know Cornelius Vanderbilt 
know that all this talk is absolute rot. The 
fatner is a Kindly, broad-minded man and 
the peacemaker of the family. When his 
father, the late William H. Vanderbilt, 
drew up his will it was the intention of the 
old gentleman to cut off Willie K., his sec- 
ond son, with $10,000,000, the amount left 
;to each of the other six children, and leave 
‘about $105,900,000 to Cornelius. The latter 
championed the cause of Willie K., and 
although it meant a diffen®nce of $55,000,000 
to hinmrself, he induced the old gentleman 
to give as much to Willie K. as he gave 
to him (Cornelius).

Ogden Goelet, the husband of the 
eldest’ daughter, is worth $40,000,000, and 
every year or two some fabulously rich 
relative dies-and leaves him a few millions 
more. Moreover, the bulk of his fortune is 
invested in real estate in the heart of the 
business district of the city, and is increas- 
ing in value right along. The second eld- 
est daughter married the Hon. Michael 
Herbert, who as the secretary of the 
British legation at Washington was the 
great beau of the capital a few years ago. 
The Herbert family is a very wealthy one 
in England and beside the young man will 
come into a title before long. Marshall 
Orme Wilson, the eldest son of the fa- 
mous matchmakers, married Miss Carrie 
Astor, the youngest daughter of the late 
William Astor and sister of John Jacob 
Astor.

T. Gerry. Commodore Gerry’s mother was 
a Miss Goelet, and by marriage the Gerrys 
are already related to the Wilsons. Young 
Dick Wilson, as he is called, is mainly fa- 
mous for his ability to lead cotillons. He 
is of medium height, very slender and gy 
ivpical dude in uppearance. He speaks 
with a fashionable drawl and is the exact 
opposite of his father as far as externals 
g0. 

Many people from the south who remem- 
ber the Wilsons in ante-bellum i:mes won- 
der how they managed to arcomplish so 
much in New York. It can easily be told 
in a few words. Richard T. Wilson was 
born in Tennessee, amd when he zot celd 
enough to shift for himself he went to 
Georgia. From a clerk he soon became 
the owner ef a country store. He supplied 
the planters with provender for their slaves 
and received in exchange portions of their 
erops. "He was a tremendously shrewd 
voung man, and to this day .tories can be 
heard in the middle Georgia district of the 
wonderfully sharp bargains made by Dick 
Wilson. 

He was a handsome man, a perfect giant 
in build, standing six feet four inches, and 
with a breadtr of shoulder that was aston- 
ishing. Today he ts one of the handsomest 
men in New York. He has thick, snoOw- 
white hair, a full white heard and his co- 
lossal frame shoulders his seventy years 
with east. H®met and married Miss John- 
son, of Macon, Ga. 


A War Time Start. 


When the war broke out the confederate’ 


states appointed him as one cf its arents 
to handle its-cotton abroad. ‘ile was known 
to be a clever busincss man, and his work 
in behalf of the south during the war gave 
great satisfaction. He was thrown into 
contact during his stay ebroad with many 
great English merchants, and when the 
war ended he had establéhed connections 
which were of great value to him in the 
future. He came to New York, and with 
what capital he had and with capital in- 
trusted to him from abroad began the work 
of reconstructing the southern railroads. 
He also dealt in cotton and opened a bank- 
ing firm, of which he is still the nead. 

New-York society in those days was not 
conducted cn the organized system which 
new prevails. From the first he paid as 
much attention to his social advancement 
as to his business interests. In a compara- 
tively short time he became one of the sub- 
stantial powers of Wail street, and it be- 
came necessary to a great many people to 
know Richard T. Wilson. He controlled 
the American investment of a number of 
wealthy English people, and railroad corm 
porations found him to be a good man to 
cultivate. .Three years ago he stood ready 
with $100,900,000 behind him to build the un- 
derground rapid transit system for the city 
if he could obtain the kind of a charter 
he was after. 

Mr. Wilson’s town house, No. 511 Fifth 
avenue, was built by Boss Tweed thirty 
years ago, and its interior decorations 
are marvels of artistic loveliness. The boss 
was a real Count of Monte Cristo in those 
days, and in some wav he managed to 
spend a quarter of a million on the twen- 
ty-five-foot four-story and basement brown- 
stone house. The Wilsons. bought it for 
$75,000 and today it is worth $200,000. Mr. 
Wilson {!s worth about $6,000,000 and his 
children have married fully $175,000,000.

AS YETS GO HOME 


Many of Them Pass Through Atlanta 
En Route Home. 


Last Night. 


THEY REPORT A GRAND TIME AT RICHMOND 


Governor Says It Was the Grandest 
Event He Ever Witnessed—Trains 
Loaded with Veterans. 


Last night Atlanta swarmed with the 
brave fellows in gray who for four days 


have heen participating in the veterans 


gathering at Richmond. 

The veterans were returning from their 
reunion—the most successful that they 
have ever had—and every train to the city 
brought its enthusiastic crowd. 

Governor Atkinson, his staff and party 
returned to the city last night and arrived 
at 9 o'clock over the Seaboard Air-Line 
road. The train was two hours late and 
when it finally rolled. into the shed the vet- 
erans gave a yell of delight, in which they 
were foined by those who were waiting to 


welcome them home. 

The governor said last night in 2 hurried 
conversation that the reunion was one of 
the grandest events that he had ever wit- 
nessed. Thousands and thousands of old 
veterans were there, he said, meeting 
friends they hadn't seen since the war, 
and it was a common thing to see two of 
them weeping like babies with their arms 
around each otner. 

The governor and his party thoroughly 
enjoyed themselves at the reunion and were 
entertained in genulne Virginia style.

Georgia wes as well represented at~the 
reunion as any other state in the south 
witn the exception of Virginia, The vet- 
erans of this state started to Richmond 
with the purpose of having as many if not 
more men present from Georgia than from 
any other, and they succeeded. The only 
state that had nearly so many veterans 
present as Georgia was North Carlina. 

There were probably more veterans at 
this reunion than have ever before attend- 
ed a reunion and they all come home more 
than pleased with the results. They are 
all loud in their praise of the city of Rich- 
mond for the fine manner in which the 
veterans were taken care of. 

Plenty of room was provided for all those 
who attended and there was none of that 
crowding which has bcen felt at other 
reunions. More of those happy meetings 
of old wer comradeés occurred than was 
ever seen befcre and at every turn one 
could see two old men with half their 
Mmbs gone and shaking with the weight 
of years meet and begin to cry and hug 
each other. 

An Ovation to the Governor. 

When Gevernor Atkirson and his staff 
made their appearance at the reunion they 
were given a marked oyation. The vet- 
erans gave the rebel yell, threw their hats 
in the air and went Wwild with enthusi- 
asm. 

All day yesterday the veterans straggled 
into the city from the scene of their re- 
union—Some stopping here at their homes 
and othe-s passing through to otner por. 
tions of the state. As they came in two 
and three at a time, they reminded one of 
the way they must have looked when the 
army of the confederacy disbanded and tue 
disheartened troops turned their weary foot. 
steps toward demolished homes and strag- 
gied in. 

The majority of the veterans who hve 
in Atlanta have taken extended trips 
through the north and the greater portion 
of them will arrive today and tomorrow.

THE IVY AT YALE. 


An Interesting Communication on a 
Much-Discussed Topic. 

Editor Constitution—Possibly an incident 
which occurred at the late Yale commence- 
ment may have been sent out with more 
or less pcetic embellishments throughout 
the south. I refer to the planting of the 
ivy, according to the class custom by the 
present graduating class of 1896, taken from 
the grave of General Robert E. Lee. Ev- 
ery member of this class, numbering sev- 
eral hundred of the splendid young men of 
the country, has been born since the war 
closed and they have none of the fellings of 
those who went through the war. New 
Haven is a New England cify and there are 
men whose experiences and antagonisms 
both before and during the war are still 
retained, and they raised a protest against 
. 

One or two editorials apreared in one of 
the leading New Haven daily papers and 
Rev. Joseph H. Twitchell, pastor of the 
Asylum Hill church, Hartford, Conn., who 
is a member of the corporation, protested 
against it in his address last Tuesday at 
the dedication of the statue of the late ex- 
President Theodore D. Woolsey. Mr. 
Twitchell is a very strong man intellect- 
ually and in many ways. He was a chap- 
lain during the war. Senator Joseph R. 
Hawley is a member of his church, and he 
is a member of Yale corporation, which 
consists of some ten or fifteen men, who 
have the entire management of the busi- 
ness affairs connected ‘with Yale universi- 
ty. Chauncey Depew is one of his asso- 
ciates on this corporation. It does not ap- 
pear that he voiced in any way the feeling 
of other members of.the corporation. He 
Said in his fashion just what he thought 
and he felt that he had a right to say. His 
address, in which were perhaps three or 
four sentences referring to this matter, be- 
came a matter of considerable excitement, 
and we do not get excited in this part of 
the country very easily. President Dwight 
made no comments whatever about it, and 
the common opinon is that he thought it 
was a little sensational tempest in a tea- 
pot; neither did any other members of the 
corporation. The ivy was duly planted that 
afternoon, without any action or inter- 
ference on the part of the college officials 
and very iikely with a feeling on the part 
of nearly all of them that the graduating 
class were at perfect liberty to do what 
they pleased in such a matter; that there 
wasn’t anything to be excited about. 

At the Yale alumni dinner on Wednesday 
afternoon the matter was again referred 
to. This alumni dinner at Yale is a great 
tnstitution. It is the closing function of the 
great events of commencement week at 
Yale university. It is held after the com- 
mencement exercises ani the pyran neg of 
the degrees and diplomas to the me2mbers 
of the various departments of the univer- 
sity. It is held in alumni 1 all. There are 
present perhaps two thousand alumni and 
guests. After dinner there is the usual 
after dinner speaking by representatives of 
the classes and distingtished men who are 
present. This speechmaking its usually 
from a platform in the center, which is 
also occupied by a table at which the 
president, the members of the corporation 
aud the distinguished guests are se ted. I 
have heard this after dinner sp2atxing at 
the alumni dinner now for nearly twerty- 
one years, since my own graduation at 
Yale, but 1 never have heard a 
which was received with greater and more 
prolonged applausé ahd which went so 
through and through the heart and life of 
the representatives of this great university 
as that of Wallace Bruce last Wednesday 
at the alumni dinner, referring to this ivy 
incident. 

At the table on the platform were seated 
President Dwight, who is a great scholar 
and the man who has brought over four 
million dollars in gifts to this great uni- 
versity in ten yeafs, and who in every way 
is entitI#d to be called one of the greatest 
men Of his time; on his left sat Chauncey 
Depew, from from St. Louis, where, as he 
said, he did nominate Levi P. Morton for 
the presidency, and at Mr. Depew’s left 
was Justice Brewer, of the supreme court 
and on the right of President Dwight was 
Hon, John W, Foster, Blaine’s successor as 
secretary of state and China’s peace envoy 
in the negotiations for peace between China 
and Japan. On his left was Justice Peck- 
ham, of the supreme court. In front and 
above these were the members of the cor- 
poration and the other distinguished guests. 
Mr. Bruce said that he had a suggestion 
to make about this ivy. He said in sub- 
stance that this country was one and would 
have to be one, and that we should know 
no sectional strifes or divisions. 

‘““My class,’’ he continued, ‘‘planted two 
ivies, and now I suggest that we take an 
ivy from the grave of Theodore Winthrop, 
who was the first Yale man who died on 
the field of battle in the late war, and 
plant it next to the ivy from the grave 
of General Robert BE. Lee, Let them grow 
together, lovingly intertwining as the years 
go on, typical of the great truth that this 
our country is one and that the sections 
are interwoven and intertwined in loving 
and fraternal unity.”’ It seems to me you 
ought to have heard the applause down 
there in Atlanta which greeted this speech. 
I should say that Chauncey Depew must 
have blistered his hands. It seemed to me 
the only applause he gave during the speak- 
ing, and so also with others about him. 

I do now know whether or not the sug- 
gestion of Wallace Bruce will be acted 
upon; I am inclined to think that it will 
be, but however that may be, the tremen- 
dous enthusiasm, greater by far than that 
which has greeted any word spoken in 
nearly a quarter of a century in this great 
gathering of the alumnt and friends of 
Yale, may be taken as the almost unani- 
mous sentiment of the men of power and 
strength throughout all this northern re- 
gion and especially of the men of Yale 
university, for which it may practically be 
said to have been official. The war is over; 
our country is one, and I for one trust 
that there may be nothing that the devil 
and all his hosts can possibly spring upon 
us which shall ever separate us of these 
parts one iota from you of the south, eith- 
er in love for each other or fealty to the

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How It Is Working in the West. 
Al. Lewis in New York Morning Journal. 

It was this afternoon that I encounter- 
éd a silver senator from the far northwest. 
He didn’t behave at St. Louis‘in a way to 
cover himself with crimson glory and un- 
dying fame, and so he is mot haunting 
Chicago with his silver brethren just now. 
Colloquially speaking, he’s looking sober 
and “lying dead.’”” But he chirped up and 
discussed the silver situation. 

“Free silver, 16 to 1, 
“It will have the house and white house 
after March 4th. lt has the senate now. 
Whether the populists and republicans of 
the west indorse the Chicago nominee or 
not is not so important. It. is assured in 
advance—the electors of the westet@m states 
will never vote for McKinley, who runs on 
a gold platform. 

‘“Here’s how they are managing politics 
just now out in the mountains. These sil- 
ver people in some of the western statis 
have already begun operation on a plan 
indicative of their general policy through- 
out the silver states hitherto republican, 
In Oregon, Washington, Idaho, Montana, 
Utah, California and Wyoming there is the 
union bimetallic party in process of forma- 
tion. It is to be united on an electoral 
ticket as well as on congressional nominees, 
but In local matters the parties seem in- 
clined to run separate tickets. 

“The bimetallic party in Oregon has al- 
ready been organized by a formal conven- 
tion. The convention contained 600 dele- 
gates, representing populists, democrats 
and free silver republicans. One if the del- 
egates from the republican side was Jona- 
than Bourne, secretary of the republican 
state central committee, and elected to the 
legislature as a republican. It was unan- 
imously agreed that the silver forces would 
have but one electoral ticket there this 
campaign, to be called the union bimetallic 
ticket. Two of the candidates for electors 
will be populists, one a democrat and one 
a republican. The republican elector on 
the ticket is most lokely to be Bourne. All 
will pledge themselves to vote in the elec- 
toral college only for a free silver candi- 
date for president. 

‘Calls have been issued for exactly the 
same kind of conventions in Washington, 
Idaho and California, and the movement 
is developing in the other silver states of 
the west. It is expected that the plan will 
be adopted in the Dakotas, Nebraska and 
Kansas. If so, the votes of these states 
are certain to be swept from the republican 
column. LC 

“The electoral votes of the republican sil- 
ver states west of the Mississippi river foot 
up to a total of 61, thus: Washington, 4; 
Oregon, 4; California, 9; Nevada, 3; Utah, 
3; Montana, 3% Idaho, 3; Wyoming, 3; Col- 
orado, 4; North Dakota, 3; South Dakota, 
4; Nebraska, 8; Kansas, 10.' These, with 
the 156 from the sguth, make 217; or eight 
short of a majority of the electoral college. 

“If the free silver forces carry the west 
and south, they will need only Indiana or 
Illinois to complete their victory. The pop- 
ulists in Illinois will doubtless support thé 
democratic electors. They cast 40,000 votes 
two years ago. In my own opinion the free 
silver people will carry Iowa, Illinois, Indi- 
ana, Ohio and New York. This sounds like 
wild talk. Go about a bit, however, and 
you'll find it sustained by every sort of 
proof. McKinley and gold haven't a leg 
to stand on.’’

Persuasive Arguments. 
From The New York Morning Journal. 

It is impossible to refrain from admiring 
the ardor with which our local contempo- 
raries have hurled themselves into the 
fight for the gold standard. It is not al- 
ways easy, however, to comprehend the ob- 
jects of their plan ef campaign. For in- 
stance, the other day The Times devoted 
a column to an elaborate statistical study, 
showing that the free silver strength was 
greatest in the states that had little or no 
money on deposit in the savings banks. 
Yesterday it foliowed up this proof “that 
the silver craze was upon the whole con- 
terminous with thriftlessness and the ad- 
herence to the gold standard with thrift,” 
with some more tables “drawing a similar 
comparison between the silver craze and 
illiteracy.” The conclusion of the whole ar- 
gument is, in the words of our persuasive 
contemporary, that “it is from the parts 
of the country where unthrift and ignor- 
ance pPevail that the party of free silver 
finds it strength.” 

As we understand the situation, there 
are to be 578 silver and 328 gold delegates 
at Chicago. The task which the gold lead- 
ers have set themselves to accomplish, with 
the gallant assistance of the New York 
press, is to convince 126 of the 578 western 
and southern silver men that it ‘will be 
for the interest of the country, and es- 
pecially of their own constituents, for them 
to abandon the principles on which they 
‘were elected and vote for a gold platform. 
It was to aid in this work, presumably, 
that our contemporary engaged in its 
thoughtful researches.
